London, January 15.—-Whenh hing 
Edward ascended the English throne 
there were a lot of people in London! 
and elsewhere who remembered his | 
gaiety and Bohemianism as Prince of | 
Wales, who smiled ‘Knowingly and said, | 
“Now we shall see-a reign. that will , 
recall that of the Merry Monarch of 
blessed memory,” and there were also 
a lot of people who shgok their heads | 
ahd expressed the feer that all ‘the. 
good. that Queen Victoria did in rais-_ 
ing the moral tone of court life would | 
now be undone. Both were wrong, for) 
restored 
the galety of the court to a great de- 
‘greé and has gone in for royal mag- 
nificence and pageantry in a way that 
would have shocked his sober, eto- 
nomical old mother, he has set up a | 
moral standard at court just as strict | 
as any maintained by. the. late queen, | 
and in addition to that he has set up, 
@ social standard which he insists must > 
be lived up to. | 
The boon companions of the former 
Prince of Wales who thought that 
they would be able to clap the new 
king on the back and be hail fellow 
well met with him, as they were when 
he was merely the first subject, soon 
found out their mistake. The few who 
tried it were reminded speedily that 
familiarity with the king was quite a 
different thing from familiarity. with 
a more or less irresponsible man of the 
world who by the very nature of his 
position was condemned to a life of 
pleasure seeking. Tt soon became 
known that while the king was no less 
truly democratic than ever in his 
choice of friends, the men and women 
he wanted about him were those who, 
had done something, and who could 
be of use to him in his task of gov- 
erning the greatest empire in the 
world. One of the friends whom he 
dropped then was Richard Croker, once 
boss of New York. It was all right 
for the sporting Prince of Wales to 
meet and chat with Croker on a race 
track, but it would not look very well 
for the King of England to be on fa- 
miliar terms with the men whose name 
stood for the personification of a cer- 
tain kind of politics. At the same 
time, however, he made a friend of 
J. P. Morgan, whose skill as a financier, 


as a patron of the church, he much 
admires. 
As a Moral Censor. 

It was as a moral censor that King 
Bdadward caused most surprise, for no 
one expected that he would be strict 
fn this particular. Itt soon became 
known at court, however, that no one 
against whose moral character there 
was the slightest breath of suspicion 
might expect to be recetved, and re- 
eently he has even carried this form 
of censorship farther by refusing to 
receive either party in a matrimonial 
quarrel, no matter how fnnocent one 
of them may be. 

The latest persons to suffer from this 
ban are the Duke and Duchess of 
Marlborough and the duke in particu- 
lar has had a rather unpleasant ex- 
perience recently. It was on the oec- 
easion when King Manuel of Portugal, 
during his recent visit to England, was 
invested with the insignia of the gar- 
ter. This is one of the most splendid 
ceremonies in connection with English 
court life, and an invitation to the 
garter banquet which always follows 
a chapter of the garter at Windsor Is 
about the most eagerly soucht after 
honor in English society. Well, neither 
the Duke nor the Duchess of Marl- 
borough was invited end in the case 
of the duke the omission was particu- 
larly marked, for as a garter knight 
he was present at the chapter. and had 
to leave Windsor immediately after, 
while all the other knights remained to 
the banquet. In fact, I am able to 
state on unimpeachable authority that 
the king seriously considered whether 
or not he could exclude the Duke of 
Marlborough from the investiture, but 
it was decided that unless the duke 
was degraded from the knighthood of 
the garter he had a right to be 
present. 

In fact, a parallel case was found in 
that of the late Duke of Buckingham, 
whose mode of life so offended Queen 
Victoria that she determined to exclude 
him from the investiture of Louis 
Philippe at Windsor. The bluff old 
duke said with many objurgations that 
he would see her majesty—somwhere— 
before he would be done out of his 
right as a knight of the garter to be 
present at the investiture, and present 
he was, but the queen wouldn't have 
him at the banquet, and he had to buy 
his own dinner that evening. 

Second Slight for Duke. 

This is not the first time that the 
Duke of Marlborough has suffered a 
similar slight. Two years ago neither 
he nor the duchess were invited to a 
Great state banquet, at which their 
rank entitled them to be present, and 
I am told that the duchess personally 
implored the king to allow her to an- 
nounce that she had been invited, but

Thynne, broth2rof the Marquis of Bath, 


Lord Alexander has long been a friend 
of both the Duke and Duchess of Mar!- 
borough, and when their quarrel came 
he espoused the cause of the duchess. 
This caused the duke in his anger to 
say things that were quite unjustifi- 
able, and although no one‘here believes 
them for a moment, Lord Alexander 
finds himself in the position of a man 
who is excluded from court life be- 
cause of unfounded gossip. In this 
ease, too, the king and queen are care- 
ful to make it known that they don’t 
accept a word of the gossip as true. 
They simply want to keep clear of 
everyone concerned in it. 

Even divorce and'a second marriage 
don’t rehabilitate people in the sight of 
royalty. Not long ago Mrs. McCreery, 
of New York, who secured a divorce in 
America from her husband, Sir Philip 
Grey-Egerton, and married Richard 
McCreery, was refused admission to 
the royal enclosure at Ascot. Some 
people said that this was because the 
king would not recognize an American 
divorce, but this is not so. He simply 
refuses to recognize divorce of any 
kind. 

What Spiteful People Ask. 
Spiteful pedple are asking now what 
will happen’ next year. Lord Churchill 
is the official who has had charge of 
the issuing of cards for the royal en- 
closure, and now Lord Churchill's wife 
has left him.

Some people might 
think that Stanley Ketchel is still a 
middleweight champion, but take it 
from me, boys, he isn’t. When Ketchel 
fought Johnson, a heavyweight, he got 
into the heavyweight class to do it. His 
@efeat left Ketchel out in the cold. 
He was. and is now, neither middle- 
weight champion nor heavy weight 
aspirant. Ketchel played the usual 
fool's game after going down before 
Johnson, so we shall soon see the mid- 
dleweight crown topping a new head. 

Battling Nelson is the lightweight 
champion, but Nelson has a hard pro- 
gram for this year and he himself is 
ready now to relinquish his honors.

In general, the cOmmittee was a unit 
in agreeing that Mr. Camp’s main sug- 
gestions would not work out to entire 
satisfaction, mainly for the reason that 
thé restricted defense suggested by 
him, while stopping, by its compact- 
ness, all attempts at mass play through 
the line, yet weakened the ends so 
vitally that the offense had practical- 
ly no difficulty in making tremendous 
gains on all end runs. Particularly 
was this noticeable, of course, when 
the offense employed.a shifted forma- 
tion so that scoring seemed to be all 
a matter of which team had the ball. 
When the offensive team placed one

Los Angeles. 


Both Louis Paulhan and Glenn 
| H. Curtiss (Demonstrated 
Wind-Running Capacities of 
Their Machines, Flying 
Against Heavy Ocean Breeze. 


Aviation Field, Los Angeles, Cal., 
January 15.—While devold of startling 
incidents, the, international aviation 
meete today developed important facts 
from a commercial standpoint. Boti 
Louls Paulhan and Glenn H. Curtiss 
demonstrated the mud running capaci- 
ties of their machines, Jifting in heavy 
ground and flying against a stiff ocean 
breeze. The flights today were made 
before a small crowd, because of rain, 
and were confined to speed laps around 
the course. Paulhan. tried to best 
Curtiss’ ten-lap record, but failed. Wil- 
lard and Hamilton failed in similar at- 
tempts. 

Miscarol, in the balky Nttle Bleriot 
monoplane, came out for an exhibition 
flight, using the tall controller only. 
In landing he tried to short a circle 
and the machine tipped, striking the 
ground and breaking one wing. Mis- 
carol] jumped, and was unhurt. 

To Try for Michelin Cup. 

Paulhan, it was announced, would on 
the last day of the meet try for the 
Michelin cup for long-distance flight. 
Henry Farman, of England, holds this 
cup for a flight of 144 miles in four 
hours 17 minutes and 38 seconds. 

Paulan was the first to rise today. 
With mud sticking to every part of his 
machine that nad touched the ground, 
he ascended in the face of the wind. 
Paulhan made two circles of the course, 
and was followed by Curtiss in a pre- 
liminary flight. 

Hamilton then ascended. Knaben- 
shue, in his dirigible, rose to a height 
of 100 feet and dropped bombs within 
a 20-foot square, This was in line with 
the army test of Thursday. It has vir- 
tually been determined that both aeroe 
planes and dirigibles can float over a 
gunpit and drop bombs accurately. 

Hamilton, who has announced that 
he will try for the altitude record be- 
fore the meet is over, today tried to 
beak Curtiss’ record for ten laps of the 
course. His time for the distance (17 
miles) was 30:30 3-5. Curtiss’ record 
is 24:54 2-5.

The substance 
changes follows: 


Hetaman’s Suggestions. 

Coach Heisman, of Tech, proposed 
quite a number of changes, and most 
of them met with the warm approval 
of the committee. Among these were 
the following: 

First, that the game be divided into 
quarters of even length, with five min- 
utes’ rest befween each quarter, and 
the total playing time of each game 
not to exceed sixty minutes. 

Second, to permit no player of the 
team that hag the ball to lay hands 
upon the runner, either beforg or after 
the ball is put in play, thus doing 
away with all “hiking,” pulling, drag- 
ging and pushing of the runner. This 
is a pretty heavy body blow at mass 
plays. 

Third, to request the rules commit- 
tee to punish infractions of the rule 
regarding “piling up” with a heavier 
penalty than now obtains, and to com- 
pel the offender in such case to apolo- 
mize to the runner and to the captain of 
the Opposing team, the permission of 
which latter men will be necessary to 
allow of the offender’s remaining in 
the game. 

Fourth, to rule ou the “body check” 
used by the defense In knocking an 
opponent out from under a forward 
pass. 

Fifth, to institute some method of 
protecting the men trying for an on- 
side kick. 

Sixth, after every two successive 
plays that cross the line of scrimmage 
less than five yards out, the next play 
must cross the line more than five 
yards from where the ball is put in 
play, Or else the ball -muSt:be kicked. 

Seventh, to change the method of 
scoring as related above. 

Dr. Pollard Suagests. 

The following suggestions were made 
by Dr. Pollard and adopted: : 

First, to eliminate all tandem plays 
and require seven men always to be 
on the line of scrimmage, with the 
same threé men on the right or left of 
the ball, respectively, to maintain their 
individual positions regularly. If a 
line man is called back to do the punt. 
ing, he will not be permitted to do 
anything else but punt from that po- 
sition. 

Seoond, to ‘remove the penalty from 
all forward passes but counting the 
player down, and bringtng the ball 
back to the spot'from which it was 
| snapped, allowing, however, any man 
except the three center men to get, 
the forward pass, and after being le- 
gally touched by any player who is 
eligible to’ touch it, every player on 
either team: be allowed to recover. it. 

Rev. Henry. Phil of '. Sewanee; 
moved that it was @ sense of the 
meeting that teams coniposed of young 
boys of light weight should Mot play 
against heavier and older men, and 
that, in the main, it was well for pre- 
paratory school.teams not to play with 
college teams.

London, January 1.—(Publishers’ 
Press Special.)—Racing is becoming 
more popular in France. The French 
turf has always been a keen element 
in foreign sport, but in contemplating 
the arrangements for the future | am 
struck with the particularly bright 
outlook across the channel. For the 
Grand Prix, the Derby of the French 
turf, there are 559 entries for 1910. 

Now the classic Grand Prix has al- 
ways been an event of interest to 
continental horsemen, but since the 
Americans have invaded the racing 
field, competition is getting keener 
than it ever was before. The entry 
list for 1911 shows that already 533 
yearlings have been carded for the 
event. In 1909 there were only 512 
entries. : 

The Grand Prix has an endowment 
of $60,000, the sweepstakes also going 
to the winner, and a subscriber can 
get out for $20 by declaring forfeit 
two months before the race is run. 
The French owners engate their year- 
lings very extensively in this race, M. 
E. Blanc having 19 entries; Baron 
Edouard de Rothchild and M. E. Veil 
Picard have each 15. The largest sub- 
scriber, however, is Willlam K. Van- 
derbilt, the American  militonaire, 
whose entry included five sons of 
‘Maintenon. M. E. Blanc’s lot includes 
a brother to Jardy, and relatives to 
some of the other cracks. Several of 
the animals will be brought here ulti- 
mately, as they have been entered for 
English stakes.

NINE LIVES LUST 
IN GREAT STURM 


New York Still in Grip 
of Blizzard. 


Storm Is Second Only to the 


' 
! 


Blizzards of 1888 and 18939. | 


18,000 Men at Work on the 
Streets--- Gaynor Fought for 
Life in the Storm. 


New York, January 16.—Nine lives 
were lost and six persons injured in 
one of the worst storms that ever 
visited New York city. The total 
snowfall at 10 o’clock this morning, 
when the skies cleared, was 14% 
inches, second only to the blizzards of 
1899, when 15% inches fell, and of 
1888, in which Senator Roscoe Conklin 
lost his life, when 20.9 inches fell. 
Eighteen thousand men have been put 
to work cleaning the streets, and it is 
estimated ¢hat the cost of removal 
will exceed $800,000. 

Mayor Gaynor appeared at city hall 
today, quite as if he had not fought 
for his life in the storm last night. 

“I was somewhat surprised,” said 
the mayor, “‘to learn by the morning 
papers that my life had been thought 
in danger. The worst effect of the in- 
cident on myself is a certain soreness 
of the chest, which I feel today, and 
which I believe is due to breasting the 
bitterly cold wind. 

“Nevertheless, we went through 
hardships that I would not willingly 
encounter again. I very much regret 
the injury to my friend, Mr. Shephard.” 

Mr. Shephard, who fell off a railroad 
trestle while fighting the storm with 
Mayor Gaynor, is seriously 11 to- 
night. His left lew and ankle were 
broken; he suffers from shock and 
exposure. He ig 68 yedrs old. 

During the afternoon traffic condi- 
tions began to approach norma! again. 

Trans-Atlantic liners all reported 
Savage weather at sea. The ther- 
mometer began to fall tonight, and a 
cold wave is predicted.

TO MAKE ATTACK 


War in Nicaragua Is Not 
Yet Over. 


Army of. the, Rebels in a Posi. 
tion to Make an Attack on 
Greytown or Managua--Only 
the Downfall of Madriz Will 
Satisfy the Rebels. 


Bluefields, Nicaragua, January &,-via 
New Orleans, January 15.—The rapid 
forwarding of plans for an attack on 
Greytown and Managua is indicated by 
the increased rigors of the censorship. 
Early in the revolution Adolfe Diaz, to 
whose lot, as secretary of state, this 
function falis, was satfefied with read- 
ing press matter after it had been sent 
by the wireli | A week ago, how- 
ever, it was di ned necessary to exer- 
cise a closer su.ervision of newspaper 
reports, and Dr. Diaz rose to the oc- 
casion. 

The correspondents are not quarreling 
with the arrangement, as they have 
been frankly informed that the success 
of the provisional government's plans 
depend upon the secrecy with which 
they are carried out. Just what rea- 
son there was for putting the ban on 
the acchdental drowning of General 
Fornas-Diaz for several hours, is not 
quite clear, but it probably was due 
to the fact that reporters had been 
requested not to send the story of the 
general’s self-imposed mission to Dr. 
Madriz, and the story of his death 
naturally required this explanation. 


Where the Rebels Are. 


It can do no harm at this time to 
state that the bulk of the provisional 
troops which fought at Recree are now 
at Chile, on the Mico river, or beyond. 
An advance guard of 400 of General 
Mena’s men have occupied a Acoyapa 
without opposition. A fight had been 
expected at this point, but when Mena’s 
scouting, party found the town ungar- 
risoned it took possession. Mena him- 
self has returned to Rama, ill of 
ptomaine poisoning. Estrada, using 
the military line, is directing opera- 
tions from Rama. A second detail of 
the military plan includes the capture 
of Greytown by General Matuty. After 
Greytown, Matuty is expected to join 
forces with the. other t roops at 
Acoyapa, Other and more interesting 
teatures of the scheme it would be un- 
fair to publish. 

Matuty’s farce of about 1,000 men 
will include 600 prisoners captured at 
Recreo, but who swore allegiance to 
the provisional government at the first 
opportunity. Spies living among them

‘It was originally planned that the 
Greytown expedition should be led by 
Genezal Estrada, but it has apparently 
been determined that Estrada should 
enter Managua only after the war, and 
not at the head of troops coming as 
conquerors. 

Three thousand extr rifles, with 
ammunition, have been taken to the 
interior to arm the people of Chon- 
talees, whoare expected to join the pro- 
visional forces. These recruits are al- 
ready coming In by scores. Two mes- 
sengers from Granada bring word that 
in their trip across the state from the 
lake, they found none of the enemy. 
This suggests that the Madriz govern- 
ment has probably determined to make 
its main stand near the capital. 

The army which will carry the pro- 
visional government's banner against 
Managua will be the largest and by 
far the best eguipped since Zelaya, in 
the early years of his administration, 
led an army of 12,000 against Costa 
Rica. General Chamerro, the chfef in 
the field, will have close to 6,000 well- 
clothed, well4fed and thoroughy equip- 
ped men. The military telephone and 
telegraph will keep the different di- 
visions in touch with each other and 
with General Estrada. A hospital corps 
of 200 will care for the wounded. 


Trails Are Horrible. 


The horrible trails along the Mica 
river, whcith almost ‘wrecked the Ze- 
layan army, have been avoided by the 
provisionals, who have used their 
boats as far as Chile. From Chile to 
La Libertad there is much bush to be 
hewed through, but from Acoyapa and 
La Limertad there are § trails of a 
width and solidity approaching the 
utility of real roads.

Another thing I have contended has 
been the error of treating the symp- 
toms rather than seeking for and giv- 
ing careful attention to the condition 
that produces the symptoms; surely, 
common sense indicates I am right 
about this. To do this is only the re- 
sult of true science, for science, after 
all, is only common sense correctly 
interpreted. 

Taking into consideration the symp- 
toms, and the symptoms alone, leads 
not only to the giving of much medi- 
cine needlessly, but the performing 
of many operations that the patients 
would be better off if they had never 
submitted to.

Makes Formal Announce- 
ment for Congress. 


Stands for Jeffersonian Democ- 
racy; Tariff for Revenue On- 
ly; Economic Administration 
of the Public Revenues, and 
States’ Rights.

Albany, Ga., January 15.—(Special.) 
Judge D. F. Crossland, of this city, 
judge of the city court, today issued 
formal announcement of his candidacy 
for congress to succeed the late Judge 
J. M. Griggs. 

Judge Crossiand’s friends state that 
Dougherty county will stand strongly 
back of him !n the race, and they are 
going out after the district in force. 

In opening his announcement Judge 
Crossland deprecates the death of 
Judge Griggs, who gave the district 
Such able and distinguished service. 

He % a democrat by inheritance, 
and having 
received part of his education in the 
university founded by Thomas Jef- 
ferson, he made intimate study of 
the life and principles of the father 
of democracy, to whose political creed 
he announces allegiance; stands for 
“peace, commerce and honest friend- 
ship with all nations and entangling 
alliance with none: the preservation 
of the general government in its 
whole constitutional vigor as the 
sheet anchor of our peace at home and 
Safety abroad; but also the support 
of the state governments in all their 
rights, as the most competent ad- 
Micnistratorgs of our domestic concerns 
and the surest bulwarks against anti- 
republican tendencies; a jealous care 
of the right of election by the people; 
a well-disc{plined militia, our best re- 
liance in peace, and for the first mo- 
ments of war until regulars may re- 
lieve them; economy in the public ex- 


penses that labor mmy be lightly bur- 
dened.”’ 
As te the Tariff. 

Discussing the republican 
Judge Crossland says: 

“There is no place, save by a false 
and strained construction, among the 
admittedly constitutional powers of 
the general government for the exer- 
Cise of the paternalistic spirit, and 
specialclass legislation shown in the 
enactment’ by the congress of a tariff 
law for the purpose of protecting from 
outside competition the business of 
such monopolies as the steel trust. 

“American steel is the best, with 
the cheapest method of production in 
the world, and an impost on its prod- 
ucts, when Mr. Carnegie himself ad- 
mits that they need none, can neither 
be justified under the taxing power 
of the government, nor as a regula- 
tion of commerce, nor as justified un- 
der the general welfare clause of the 
constitution of the United States, for 
this tax yields no revenue to the goy- 
ernment, prohibits and does not regu- 
late foreign commerce, and so far 
from promoting the general welfare, 
is a plain, rank, unjustifiable robbery 
of the consWmer. There are many 
other schedules in similar cases. The 
protective principle, if justifiable for 
infant industries, can never be defen- 
sible as to full grown industries and 
monopolies. Equal rights to all and 
special privileges to none should be 
the rule, and hence a tariff for reve- 
nue only, high, upon luxuries which 
will be imported, low upon necessaries 
that must be had, and free raw ma- 
terial except where used by monop- 
olies. The democratic party has won 
no national election since the civil 
war, save upon the tariff issue, and it 
should make the tariff its sole tssue 
until victory comes again or relief 
adequate and just is forced from the 
republicans. The disparity of  for- 
tune between the classes in this coun- 
try is already huge, but a continu. 
ance of a protective tariff for an- 
other generation will be calamitous. 
This tariff, then, with its resultant 
evils of monopolfes, by it made pos- 
sible and profitable, of governmental 
extravagance, by it encouraged, the 
ultimate business paralysis, that must 
come from a glutted home market, 
and the unholy tribute it levies upon 
many millions of human beings for 
the benefit of a few thousands of in- 
dividuals, cry out to heaven for a re- 
turn to the simple faith of Thomas 
Jefferson.” 

Other Principles. 


Discussing other principles, 
Crossland says: 

“Federal revenues should be limit- 
ed in an amount sufficient to adminis- 
ter the affairs of the government 
economically, for beyond this a col- 
lection of revenue is spoliation of 
the people, and the appropriations of 
money should be Hmited to gov«rn- 
mental purposes, under a strict con- 
struction of the constitution. Our gov- 
ernmental. expenditures for fraudu- 
lent and undeserved pensions, for un- 
wise and unnecessary internal 
improvements, for an enlarged 
army and navy rendered neces- 
sary by an ill-judged, if not 
uncenstitutional, extension of gov- 
ernmmental dominion over distant and 
subject peoples, furnish a constant 
temptation and excuse for hideous 
national extravagance, and upon each 
convening of the congress @ ravenous 
horde swoops down upon the capital, 
each with some .. scheme to exploit, 
whose object is to plunge greedy 
hands into the national treasury for 
private enrichment without public ad- 
vantage or in. The essence of 
democracy is manly self-independence 
and individual sovereignty. The citi- 
zen should ask but @n equal and fair 
opportunity under the law to work out 
his salvation for himself, and not to 
ask anything of his city, county, state 
or nation which he can do for -him- 
oe ernere: are many of you whom I da 
not know, and whom, in the limited 
time leét for a canvass I cannot pos 
sibly see in person or reach by letter,

Washington, January 15.—Represen- 
tative G. J. Diekema, of Michigan, to- 


{day formally announced his candidacy 
'for the speakership of the house to 


succeed “Uncle Joe’ Cannon at the end 
of the present session. 

Speaker Cannon made it clear 
that he has no intention of resigning 
before the end of his present term. 

His position is that any man has a 
right to be a candidate for congress, 
and that what the next congress would 
do could not be foretold at this time. 
He has already announced he would 
be a candidate for reelection for con- 
gress, but has never declared that he 
would again be a candidate for the 
speakership. 

Besides Mr. Diekema, a number

The Theory of Flight. 
(From The London Sphere.) 

A simple explanation has been given 
to account for the fact that when ‘a 
light body of large area is moved 
rapidly through the air ata Slight an- 
gle i ttends to glide in that medium 
The aeroplane ig fitted with slightly 
curved surfaces some 30 feet wide 
but only 5 or 6 feet deep. What hap- 
pens to the air when it meets the 
planes at h'gh speed is a most fasci- 
nating problem and one on which 
many theories are founded. 

All are agreed that there fs a defi- 
nite lifting effect which depends 
largely on the speed at which the ma- 
chine rushes against the air. The 
most picturesque theory is ‘hat the 
horizontal stream of unbroken air 
meets the leading edge of the plane 
and is divided into two main streams, 
each with an unward pressure. 

A portion flows up over the top of 
the plane and forms eddies at the 
back. The major portion is deflected 
downward and then ‘curves up under 
the rear edge of the plane. This cur- 
rent of al. appears to creep up tle 
back of the plane and a little distance 
from the s.irface, thus causing a\par- 
tial vacuum at the back or upper side 
of the plane.

The planes present a 
wide frontage to the line of flight as 
it is found that the unbroken air first 
met with’ ras the greatest lifting 
value.

fective charity. 

“But shortiv after the issuance of 
the last report, Mr, Clark Howell, edl- 
tor of The Atlanta Constitution, took 
up the cause. In a masterful editorial 
which appeared in The Constitution of 
January 24, 1909, he pointed out the 
saneness of our principles and the re- 
sults of our methods. and called upon 
the community to rally to our support 
and provide annually the income re- 
quired.

Other Charitics. 

Concerning the relation of the Asso- 
ciated Charities to othér organizations 
and the cooperation between them, 
the claim was made that in few places 
a more helpful and cordial relation 
existed between the different charities. 
This part of the report read: 

“A gratifying comparison of the fig- 
ures this yvear with these of 1908 is 
here. Proportionately more 
applicants have been referred to us by 
other institutions. Under ‘reasons for 
closing’ is an item. giving in turn the 
number of people sent from our office 
to institutions. These figures testify 
to a relation of Sympathy and active 
cooperation among the institutions of 
the city and our office and each other 
which in itself is almost the main goal 
of our efforts. Th's cooperation is a 
dynamic power. Things which can be 
accomplished by concerted and united 
effort on the part of all those interest- 
ed in one or another form of-+charity 
mean .more for the poor than any 
amount of material gifts or imstitu- 
tions. Medics! inspection of § school 
children owes its existence to this sort 
of cooperation. 

“During the first years of the as- 
sociation’s work, there was a dispo- 
sition on the part of some of the other 
Organizations to regard it as likely to 
substitute or,.compete with their un- 
deriakings. Now. however, little of 
that feeling remains, if any. The re- 
sources of churches and institutions 
are freely given to applicants at our 
request or suggestion. In fact, many 
of the institutions prefer—-some of 
them have so expressly stated—that 
the application come through our of- 
fice. Then only that part of the task 
they are equipped to deal with is re- 
quested of them. An illustration of 
this is furnished by a woman and her 
little ten-year-old boy, a cripple. who 
appeared at our Office in September, 
stranded. The woman was sent to the 
Grady hospital and the child to the 
Home for the Friendless. In the mean- 
time we located relatives in a distant 
State. who offered a home. When the 
woman was dismissed from the hos- 
pital, the city warden aided with trans. 
portation to them. 

“This natural division of respons!- 
bility leaves.all freer to do their spe- 
cial work better. Individuals and 
churches realize that to.make their 
gifts effective the work involved in 
patientiy discovering the need and de- 
vising the remedies, must first be done. 
Dr. Cabot has pointed out that the 
Study of character under adversity 
with a view to finding its remedy 
is a specialized function, entitling 
those engaged in itNo a place among 
the professions. In few cities has this 
phase of an Associated Charities been 
more quickly and widely grasped than 
in Atlanta.”

BLEACHED FLOUR IN GEORGIA. 


If bleached flour is being sold generally, openly and flagrantly in Geor- 
gia, in violation of the state and national pure food law, as has been 
charged, somebody should be called to account for this condition of affairs. 

Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, national chemist, asserts that if such is the case, 
it can be stopped by the officials of the state department of agriculture. 

In reply to which officials of the department of agriculture declare that 
no bleached flour is being manufactured within the state, and that every 


‘| possible precaution is being taken to prevent the sale of any shipped in from 


other states. 

The Georgia law on this subject is practically an exact copy of the na- 
tional law; the essential difference is that the Georgia authorities deal with 
cases of manufacture and sale within,the state, and the national authorities 
with shipments made across state lines. 

The law has been in effect now since October 1, 1909, and while there 


ihave been some condemnations and seizures, there has, so far, been no 


prosecution for such violation. 
If this practice is common, or is permitted to be carried on in Georgia, 
or, for that matter, in any other state, it is a manifest injustice to those 


‘mills which do not make bleached flour and which are holding themselves 


within the requirements of the law. 

The white flour, whitened by bleaching, will, as a rule, command 
readier sale at the same price than that whose color is of the natural wheat; 
people haven't yet gotten over the idea that whiteness is a sign of quality 
and purity. 

It is readily apparent, therefore, how the continued manufacture and 
sale of bleached flour by some mills, in violation of the law, is unfair com- 
petition with those who refuse to violate it. 

All the mills should be put on the same basis in this respect;

SURE FOR COTTON 


é 


‘Absolute Shortage,’ Says 
Henry S. Reed. 


Former Editor of Cotton Jour- 
nal Talks Interestingly of the 
Recent Break in the Specula- 
tive Side of Cotton Market. 
Great Demand for Staple. 


“Higher levels will be attained in 
the near-by months on cotton, be- 
cause there is an absolute shortage in 
the crop,’ says Henry S. Reed, former 
editor of The Cotton Journal, who has 
made an extensive study of the pres- 
ent crop ‘situation. Mr. Reed states 
that he foresaw the recent break in 
cotton futures and predicted it in 
The Cotton Journal, reckoning that it 
would occur in the holidays. He de- 
clares it was brought about through 
the gambling feature of the cotton 
industry—the exchange, 

In discussing the shortage and sub- 
sequent conditions, Mr. Reed says: 

“Prices will soon revive and higher 
levels will be attained in the near-by 
months, because there is an absolute 
shortage, and the men holding the 
actual cotton are keen enough to 
force the mill man to pay handsomely 
for his supplies. The few farmers 
having cotton on hand will be bene- 
fited, however, as is always the case 
when cotton goes to fancy figures: 
there is mighty little of it .in the 
hands of the men who grew it. 

“For the first time *» modern his- 
tory the poor man, the man who crops 
on shares, the renter and the farmer 
who makes his crop on provisions 
hauled to the farm from the store in 
town, will get good pfices for his 
product marketed from the gin. Cot- 
ton will be a scarce article in October 
and November, 1910. The total yield 
for 1909 is less than 11,000,000 bales, 
the government estimating the crop 
at 10,088,000 bales. The admitted de- 
mand by spinners for the year ending 
August $1, 1910, is 13,560,000 bales, 
which is very conservative since new 
mills in Epgland alone taking cotton 
for the first time during the current 
year call for 1,000,000 bales. Hence 
with such a demand and only 11,000,- 
000 bales or less to meet it, anyone 
can readily understand the scramble 
that will take place for cotton when 
the crop begins to move. This being 
true, great care should be taken in 
cultivating, fertilizing andin planting 
the best seed obtainable, thus making 
each acre devoted to the money crop 
as profitable as is possible. 

Will Still Be Short. 

“You see, it is like this,” continues 
Mr. Reed, “with less than 11,000,000 
bales of the growth of 1908 and with 
a hold-over of less than 1,500,000 bales 
the mills will consume every bale in 
existence and still be short. To meet 
the demands for the cotton year 1910- 
11 and provide for any kind of a cus- 
tomary surplus, it will be necessary 
for the southern stares to produce at 
least 15,000,000 bales in 1910. These 
figures cannot be set aside and ‘tis 
hoped they wfll guide the planter 
when tempted to sell his crop while 
growing for a comparetively low 
figure, as was the case last summer 
when big and little planters sold for 
10 cents cotton that was well worth 
15 cents. It must be borne in mind 
the world is growing and the demand 
for cotton fabrics is ever on the in- 
crease.”

STATE OFFICIALS. 
CAN ENFORCE LAW 


Wiley Says They Can Stop 
Sale of Bleached Flour. 


No Bleached Flour Made in the 
State, Says Hudson---He Also 
Asserts Sale Has Been Stop- 
pod Where It Has Been Found 

ipped In. 


That the state authorities are respon- 

sible if bleached flour is being sold in 
Georgia in violation of law, ia the as- 
sertion of Dr. Harvey W. Willey, the na- 
tional chemist. 
-In response to charges that quanti- 
tiew of bleached flour are being sold in 
this state, Dr. Wiley, in an interview 
telegraphed to The Constitution from 
Washington, says the Georgia law on 
the subject is exactly like the national 
law, and that the state authorities have 
power to suppress the sale of such flour 
even though it is shipped in from an- 
other state, as soon as the original 
package is broken or it is mixed with 
other goods. 

The Georgia law prohibiting the 
manufacture and sale of bleached flour 
went into effect October 1, 1909, at the 
fame time with the national law; the 
Only essential difference is, the state 
authorities deal with cases within the 
state, while the national authorities 
have jurisdiction as to interstate ship- 
ments. 

The charge 
bleached flour is still being sold in 
large quantities in Georgia, and at 
many points in the state, despite tne 
law against it. 

What State Authorities, Say. 

Dr. R. BEB. Stallings, state chemist. 
whose duty it is to make analyses of 
samples taken under the pure food 
laws, stated that he took this matter 
up with Dr. Wiley on December 1, two 
months after the law went Into effect. 
on account of several violations which 
had been noted by the. state inspec- 
tors. 

“I wrote to Dr. Wiley,” he _ said, 
“telling him that we had taken several 
Samples of bleached flour which had 
been shipped into the state, and asking 
him if he could not aid us in stopping 
such shipments, 

“Dr. Wiley replied to me under date 
of December 14, saying that samples 
of bleached flour were being taken by 
the national authorities ‘wherever it 
was thought the flour was badly 
bleached,’ and stating that the national 
department was expecting a test case 
to be tried shortly, after which,if the 
decision was favorable to the depart- 
ment,” he thought we would nave no 
trouble in this regard. 

“IT give you that merely to show to 
what extent we can depend, under pres- 
ent circumstances, upon the nationa) 
government for cooperation. 

“TIT am satisfied the law is b@ing en- 
forced in Georgia. We are watching 
the situation at every point. Twelve 
samples of flour cafe into my office 
this morning, and examination showed 
that in every case the flour was un- 
bleached.”’

Judges of New York Are 
in Revolt. 


Movement to Secure Court to 
Deal Solely With Divorce 
_ Cases --- Judge Pryor Says 
‘‘There’s Collusion in Nearly 
':All- Divorce Suits. 


New York, January 15.—(Special.)— 
The newest phase of the great national 
divorce evil, and one that is causing 
practically a revolt among the judges 
of the courts of New York, is the vast 
Sumber of divorces which are clogging 
the courts of Greater New York. The 
G@fivorce cases have completely swamp- 
eq the judges, greatly to the detriment 
ef routine litigation. 

‘As one supreme court judge aptly 

put it at a dinner at the bar associa- 
‘ tion: ' 

“I wake up nights dreaming of these 
confounded divorce cases. Something 
must be done at once to systematize 
the work and bring about a change in 
¢ the handling of divorce cases in the 
cGurts of New York.” 

A movement is on foot to secure leg- 
fisJation at Albany to establish a court 
which will deal solely with cash in- 
volving domestic relations. 

Judge Roger A. Pryor, the’ distin- 
guished southern jurist, who for many 
yéars has been a supreme court judge 
in New York, made a statement today 
to a representative of the Publishers’ 
Press that nineteen out of twenty di- 
vyorce cases are collusive. There is one 
divorce to every twelve marriages in 
New York and One to every eleven in 
Philadelphia 


Nearty All Divorce Cases Collusive. 

“It is true,” said Judge Pryor, “that 
nineteen gut of twenty divorce cases 
are collusive. There lies back of them, 
as a rule, mo reason other than the de- 
sire of either the husband or the wife 
—perhaps both of them—to contract 
@ new marriage. The prevalence of 
the evil among the wealthy classes has 
an affect in the large and increasing 
number of domestic difficulties aired 
in the police courts by that class in 
the community which does not possess 
the means of resorting to the higher 
courts, and I am not surprised to learn 
that a movement is on foot to have the 
legislature of the state of New York, 
at the present session, enact a bill for 
the creation in New York city of a 
police court, to be known as the ‘court 
of domestic relations.’ 

“The matter of the court dealing ex- 


clusively with. a Special class of cases) 
would in itself make that court more) 


@fficient in dealing with them than is 
possible with al! sorts of cases crowd- 
ing each other on the calendar. 

“Of course, except in the matter -of 
creating police and municipal courts, 
the legislature of our state is not com- 
petent to establish any new tribtral, 
the higher courts being created by the 
constitution of the state. 

“While a new court for the trial of 
._.divorce guits could not be created, it 
-is competent for the supreme court to 
‘@Stablish a part—you know esch ’of 
_the several justices sit in what is 
known as a part—consisting, say, of 
three justices, which should deal ex- 
clusively with divorce matters. Al- 
‘ready in this city there are parts de- 
voted altogether to particular line’ of 
cases, and in these the disposition of 
the calendars is greatly facilitated by 
the familiartty of the justices with 
that class of court business. I think 
it would be a good plan for such a 
part to be established for divorce 
cases. That is the first point I make. 

Every Case Should Be Public. 


“Then I would like to emphasize my | HE PREFERS PRISON 


opinion that there should be no hear- 
ing Of divorce cases by a_ referee. 
‘Evgry case should be tried in public. 
This would probably deter many peo- 
pie from going into court. Passing 
@ divorce suit over to a referee is a 
gsrieaky way of fostering a very bad 
tendency.” 

“The best and most radical way to 
mitigate the evil of domestic differ- 
ences, both among the classes who 
have to air them in the lower courts 
and among those who report to the 
higher courts for divorce, would be 
to foster a better moral sentiment,’ 
sald Judge Charles W. Dayton, of the 
Supreme court. “My opinion of the 
proposition fOr a separate court to 
deal with abandonment and nonsup- 
port cases, is that it might work to 
advantage. - 

“It stands to reason that when any 
line of court business becomes so large 
as to justify specializing it that it is 
& wise thing to do, as has been done 
in the supreme court by the creation 
of separate parts for the trial of spe- 
cial classes of cases. I think that the 
idea of creating a part to be devoted 
exclusviely to divorce proceedings is 
an idea worthy of consideration.”

SOLVENCY GUARANTY 
FOR CORPORATIONS 


Proposed to Put Them on Foot- 
ing of the National 
Banks. 


Washington, January 16.—To put all 
corporations squarely on the footing 
of national banks so far as assurance 
of solvency to the stockholders or 
bondholders is concerned, Representa- 
tive Main, of Illinois, introduced a Dill 
today authorizing corporations en- 
gaged in interstate and foreign com- 
meree to be registered in the bureau 
of corporations of the department of 
commerce and labor. 

The measure makes the govern- 
ment’s certificate of registration an 
earnest of the. government's examina- 
tion, and is designed to make most. of 
the corporations now doing business 
subject to governmental regulation. 

It directs that the corporationg be 
examined at least once in three years, 
and at any other time thought neces- 
sary, and calls upon the bureau to 
withdraw the registration whenever it 
ia found that a concern is not in ® 
solvent condition.

'Dlaces and 
‘a Small cord. 
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By Colonel William L. Scruges. 

In traveling through China,” one 
sees a great many odd-looking monu- 
ments of stone erected to the memory 
of virtuous widows; and by “vir- 
tuous” widows is meant those who 
never consoled themselves with a sec- 
ond husband. These grotesque-look- 
ing structures are very numerous in 
and about the city of Canton, but per- 
haps not more so in proportion to 
wealth and population than in other 
parts of the Empire, for they are seen 


every where. 

The tablets are ef solid stone, 
usually about ‘12 feet in length, © 2 
feet wide, and 18 inches thick. They 
are supported in a horizontal posi- 
tion, some 18 or 20 feet above ground, 
by two or more rough-hewn but solid 
stone -columns. The inscriptions on 
some of them, though :inténded to be 
solemn and pathetic, are to “barbari- 
an” eyes often ludicrous and comical. 
When literally translated into Eng- 
lish they read somewhat as follows: 
“She (mentioning the name), though 
young and beautiful, was as cold as 
this stone and as.chaste as snow;” by 
which is meant.that, although she lost 
her husband in youth, she persistent- 
ly refused to marry again; and so her 
“virtuous example” is thus commend- 
ed to “all widows*who may beé tempt- 
ed to console themselves with a new 
husband.” 

Such puhlic exhibitions of. mere sen- 
timent appear in strange! contrast with 
the proverbial stolidity and material- 
istic habits of thought of the average 
Chinaman; and. yet they -comfort well 
with that unwritten 
nese sucial system. which, while. per-- 
mitting a man to have as many wives 
as he can support, never allows a 
woman to have but one husband. If 
she survives that one and takes a 
second, she loses caste and becomes a 
sort of socidl outcast. 

Another seeming incongruity is that 
while the average Chinaman is prover- 
bially indifferent to death, he makes 
it a chief concern in lhfe.to pravide 
for himself a good wooden coffin. 
Young or old, he wants to be owner 
of such an article, and to keep it con- 
veniently by. A neat, well made cof- 
fin is always an acceptable present 
from son to father or from. friend to 
friend. “If you would be happy on 
earth,” according to one of their cur- 
rent proverbs, “be born in Souchow, 
live in Canton, and die. in  Lien- 
chow;” the full meaning of which is 
that Souchow is noted for its beauti- 
ful women, Canton for its luxury and 
Lien-chow for its superior wooden 
coffins. But with all his stolid in- 
difference to death, the Chinaman al- 
ways studiously avoids the use of 
that term. He indicates it by some 
roundabout phrase, as, for instance, 
that such a one “exists no more on 
earth,” or has “aseended to the sky,” 
or has “left us not to return,” etc.

On almost.any fine afternoon, sum- 
mer or winter, tn or near any one 
of the large cities, may be seen con- 
gregations of middle class people lis- 
tening attentively to the recitals 
some natime homer, who, unlike his 
Grecian prototype, combines the 
three-fold character of epic, poet, ac- 
torandclown. Heholdsinone hand a 
polished steel triangle, and in the oth- 
er a pointed steel mallet. With these 
he has summoned his auditors. After 
a few introductory words, he begins 
the recital of his poem, story or song 
as the case may be.

faculty” sufficiently developed to 
spoil a good mechanic, artisan or suc- 
cessful shopkeeper, and is practically 
a mendicant, dependent upon the 
charities of the public. 

In every large city there Is at 
One, and sometimes more than 
theater, generally conducted by the 
same unfortunate class of students 
who have failed in their examina- 
tions. You purchase a ticket for a 
few copper coins, secure ‘a’ good seat 
and hope to get a glimpse of the 
“Society” of the place. But not a face 
of a lady is to be. seen in any part of 
the vast audience. Even the female 
characters in the play are presented 
by men in female attire. No respect- 
able Chinese woman Is ever seen in 
the theater, much less on the stage. 
The play itself is sometimes a histri- 
onic not devoid of Interest: but it 
is more generally predicated on some 
popular legend, or made up of misty 
traditions about as void of pathos and 
sentiment as a proposition in Euclid. 
The piece runs through series of 
many acts and pantomimes requiring 
whole weeks or even months for 
completion of the performance: 
the house is usually crowded, 
after day, and evening after evening, 
until the play is finished, and nobody 
seems tired or impatient. 

AS We pass on through 
crowded 
the perambulating Tinker. He 
ries a thick bamboo pole, eight or ten 
feet long, with the implements of his 
trade suspended by cords from 
ends. As he worms*his way through 
the dense crowd of people. neither 
jostling or being jostled, he cries 
“Po lan wok"’—*“Broken pots tO mend.” 
Presently someone brings him a com- 
mon rice pan with a hole in the bot- 
tom. He lays down his box of tools 
and little furnace and proceeds to 
work in the middle of the crowded 
street, not more than eight or nine 
feet wide, yet somehow he never seems 
to be in anybody's way. 

He begins by filing the 
around the edges of the hole, 
and brightens the parts near it, and 
sprinkles the edges with powdered 
borax. With a hand bellows he blows 
up the fire in hig little portable fur- 
nace, and with a pair of dainty lit- 
tle tongs opens it, revealing amidst 
the glowing charcoals a little crucible 
full of molten tron. Then he takes 
a plece of leather on which is some 
dark looking sand, and over this 
places a layer of common brown paper. 
With one hand he presses this tightly 
from below -against the broken part, 
and with a long handled ladle in the 
other, dips out the molten tron from 
the red-hot crucible into the hole— 
the metal being prevented from escap.

“We shal] not proceed very far in our 
perambulations through the streets of 
Canton (of of any other Chinese city 
for that matter). without meeting the 
street barber. His furniture consists 
ofa little washstand about 3 feet high. 
and three-legged stool. On the top of 


the stand is a wooden bow! half full) 


of water, and down below are his 
razors, combs and towels. 
legged stool affords a seat for his cus- 
tomer. The razor is a clumsy-looking 
instrument about 4 inches long and 
nearly as broad, Into this _hatchet- 
shaped blade is set a thin edge of 
steel. The handle (when there is any) 
is a rough wooden affair about 2 inches 
iong. No soap is used—for some rea- 
son or other the -average Chinaman 
seems to have an aversion to soap. 
The barber simply wets the face and 
head of his customer with a little 
water and scrapes away until his 
razor will cut no longer. Then he 
either whets his ‘blade or changes it 
for another. 

When the scraping !s concluded, he 
unplaits and combs the “pigtail” or 
queue of his customer. This done, he 
bends him over the basin and proceeds 
to wash his back hair; after which 
the hair is carefully dried, and the 
“pigtail”. replaited. -He next takes a 
little iron probe and scoops out and 
cleanses his customer’s ears and nose, 
Then with a sharp instrument, he pro- 
ceeds to deftly scrape the insides of 
his customer's eyelids, turning them 
backwards in order to get at them.’ 
All this, be it remembered, is done in 
the middle of the narrow street so 
crowded with people passing to and 
fro that it seems impossible. to .get 
Standing room; yet he does not seem 
to be in anybody's way, and he never 
draws biood. His fee for all this work 
consists of a few copper “cash” not ex- 
ceeding in value 5 or 10 cents in 
American money. 

The street cobbler is another ®amil- 
lar figure. He -perambulates the 
streets, crying P@ hai—‘“shoes to 
mond”—carrying his “box ‘of tools sus- 
pended from one end of a pole and 
bis ‘work-bench from the other. His 
method of stitching is with a waxen 
cord, similar to that used by our cob- 
blers at home; but as the soles of the 
Chinese shoe consist of many layers 
of paper and felt he has*to make more 
frequent use of wooden pegs. A great 
many Chinamen, however—especially 
of the lower class—wear leather sole 
shoes with cloth uppers, and it is 
with this class that the street cob- 
bler usually has to deal. . Even the 
paper and felt soles are often over- 
laid with thin red leather, the edges 
being carefully Painted white and 
Slossy. But from the nature of the 
material they soon collapse in wet 
Weather: so. when it rains, most 
Chinamen either go barefooted or put 
on a sort of wooden shoe not unlike 
pe worm by the peasantry in Hol- 

The regular official bo 
Mandarin class is of the pe i eae 
al as to the soles but the uppers are 
always of fine black Satin, generally 
elaborately embroidered, and extend 
half way to the knee. These clumsy 
encumbrances are probably the degen- 
erate descendants of the origina] Tar- 
tar riding boot, made of tanned hide: 
but so thoroughly have the Tartar 
conquerors lost their civilization in

As is well known, the average 
Chinaman tas a most rétentive mem- 
ory and wonderful powers of imita- 
tion and mimicry. He will learn to 
make himself understood in English 
in less than-half the time that an in- 
telligent Englishman or American can 
acquire even a smattering of any one 
of the many Chinese dialects. And

At all of ‘the open rts trad 
foreigners is still cafried on by kas 
of middlemen or agents, who are al- 
ways natives. These agents are 
known as compradores, a term bor- 
rowed from the Portuguese. If the 
foreign merchant wishes to buy a 
caddy of tea, a bale of raw silk, a 
crate of porcelain, or other article of 
native’ product or manufacture, he 
must; do so through his comprador: 
and if he wishes to sell any imported 
article, he can do so only through that 
functionary. The comprador em- 
ploys all the native sservants of the 
establishment, fixes their salaries and 
becomes responsible for their good 
behavior and honesty. He even keeps 
the bank account and generally 
superintends the making out of in- 
voices and shipping lists. Although 
nominally a mere upper servant. he is 
practically the head of the house, and 
his word is law. 

He is usually a skrewd, clear-head- 
ed fellow who narrowly watches his 
employer’s interests and never neg- 
lects his own. By the custom of the 
country, he has certain legitimate 
commissions called “squeezes” on all 
that he buys or sells. He has 
“squeeze’’ on the servants he 
ploys, on the laundryman, on all 
general expenses of the establish- 
ment, as well as on all its commercial 
transactions with the natives.

Miss Alice L. Higgins, who is tea 
Speak at the Grand Opera House this 
afternoon at 3 o'clock, arrives in the 
city this morning and will be a guest 
at the residence of; Captain W. G.

The meeting at which Miss Higgins 
will speak is under the auspices of 
the Associated Charities and is the 
regular annual educational meeting/ of 
the association. Hon. F. J. Paxonh, 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, will introduce Miss Higgins.

CIGARETTE. TAX 
CAUSES TROUBLE 


Tax collectors over the state are 
having trouble-with the cigarette tax. 
Georgia puts a tex of $25 on all deal- 
ers in “cigarettes, cigarette papers, 
and cigarette tobacco.” 

It is the insertion of: those words, 
“cigarette tobacco,” in the tax act, 
which is causing the trouble. 

What is cigarette tobacco? Was 
there ever any distinctively cigarette 
tobacco made—tobacco that is not 
used for smoking in pipes, or except 
for cigarettes? 

Some of the tax collectors have 
tried to collect the tax from dealers 
who sell simply granulated tobacco, 
such as are used commonly in pipes, 
but which are also frequently used 
for making cigarettes, and as a re- 
sult several complaints have been 
made to Comptroller General W. A. 
Wright. ' 

As a consequence, the comptroller 
general has ruled that the tax cannot 
be collected from those who sell. only 
smoking tobaccos, unless it can be 
shown that they sell a tobacco which 
is used exclusively for making 
cigarettes. ‘ 

If, however, they give away cigar- 
ette papers aiong with the tobacco, 
they are subject to the tax, and will 
be called upon to pay it.

Demo- 
erats and republican insurgents are 
pointing to the tariff bill as stimulating 
the upward trend of prices. 

Some highbrows among the econo- 
ists are discoursing_learnedly of the 
imcreased gold output, and general 
prosperity as causing the boom in 
prices, But the clerks. and laboring 
men cannot enthuse, for they are ac- 
quainted with only one end of the 
prosperity game. The cost of food and 
clothing has gone up in vaatly great- 
er proportion than wages and salaries. 

Other explanations Involve the point 
of supply.and demand. They claim that 
farm production has not kept pace 
with the increase in population. But, 
in answer to that, the desertion of 
the farm by those who have found it 
unprofitable, argues against the farmer 
getting the benefit of the increase in 
prices. 

No Benefit to the Farmers. 

So far as food products are concern- 
ed, the added cost is put on between 
the farm and the table. Farmers did 
not get the prices of 30 cents a pound 
for turkey and 5 cents apiece for eggs 
during the recent holidays. Somebody 
did, but it was not the farmer, nor the 
farmer's wife. The charge is made 
that in the larger cities of the country 
cold-storage eggs. cream, butter and 
other products are Kept an indefinite 
time, afd then put on the market when 
prices are highest. Farmers do not op- 
erate cold-storage warehouses. 

Four resolutions caHing for an in- 
quiry into this subject have been pre- 
sented in congress. Senator Stephen 
B. Elkins, of West Virginia, and Sen- 
ator C. I. Crawford, of South Dakota, 
senate, and Representatives Hull, demo- 
erat, and Howland, republican, have 
introduced similar measures in the 
house. Each of them have been held up 
by the powers that be, for it is recog- 
nized the subject is charged with polit- 
ical dynamite. 

When Senator Elkins received in- 
quiries from his constituents in West 
Virginia to know why food prices were 
so high that miners, said to be the 
best paid in the world, were denied 
‘their Christmas turkey and trimmings, 
he went into his kitchen, which he had 
not done in years, and held some con- 
versation with his French chef, and 
later interviewed the housekeeper. 
What he heard led to his resolution in 
the senate. . 

The demand of Senator Crawford was 
made a few moments later. He had 
received a letter from a friend of his 
who was a brakeman on a railway in 
South Dakota. The latter said he could 
not purchase nearly so much for his 
family now as he could years ago, 
when his salary was less. In speaking 
of the matter, Senator Crawford said: 

“Railway men a few years ago were 
able to live well on the salaries they 
were then receiving. I have looked into 
the matter, and found that the  in- 
ereases have been very slight. But I 
do know it now costs more to supply 
the table than it did in previous years. 
With abundant crops and prosperity 
everywhere, I could not see what has 
occurred to justify conditions that ex- 
ist among laborers, and have turned 
* to the government to let me know 
what is the trouble.” 

Age of Extravagance. 

President Taft took cognizance of 
present conditions in his last annual 
message. He says the country is living 
in the “automobile age,” and blames 
luxury ang fast living for present con- 
ditions. Every agency of the govern- 
ment has been called on to furnish in- 
formation as te the present status of 
affairs.

Negro Women Struck by 
Southern Switch Engine. 


Women Had Leaped From in 
Front of Incoming Passenger 
Train--One Cut in Two, ¢ 
Decapitated -- Eye-Witnesses 
Tell Harrowing Tale. 


With their mangled forms lying al- 


most opposite across each rail, two 
young negro women met a tragic death 
at 10:30 o’clock last night at the 
Simpson street crossing of the South- 
ern railway. 

Clasping each other about the waist 


and drawing back just in-time to al-° 


low incoming Southern - passenger 
train No. 11 to pass, an outgoing. South- 
ern switch engine, No. 1663, bore down 
upon them, crushing the two to an in- 
stantaneous death. ’ 

The two women were identified as 
Lottie Peters and Stella Lindsey, both 
aged about twenty-four, and living to- 
gether at 33 Tyler street. 

The ghastly forms lying across each 
rail held up outgoing Southern pas- 
senger and mail train No. 1058 for a 
period of thirty minutes. Coroner 
Donehoo arrived on the scene shortly 
after the accident, and after finding 
evewitnesses, instructed Assistant Yard 
Master McElroy to turn the bodies over 
to an undertaker. No inquest will be 
held. 

According to the = storles eyewit- 
nesses tell, Lottle and Stella were 
crossing the railroad tracks from Ma- 
rietta gtreet to their home, which lies 
on Tyler street, about 300 yards from 
the scene. 

Reaching the middle of the tracks, 
they were suddenly stopped by the 
sight of the incoming Southern passen- 
ger train, which shat a blinding light 
across its tracks. 

The two women, clasping each 
each, turned around and rushed back- 
ward in the center of the fracks just 
opposite. Backing rapidly out this 


' track, a cut of freight cars, bound for 


Inman yards, switch engine No. 1668, 
in charge of Engineer Lawson Reed 
and Conductor Brown, caught the two 
women under the wheels before either 
could move. 

Stella Lindsey was caught under the 
left wheels going out, and Lottie Pe- 
ters was pinioned under the right 
wheels, and when the cut of cars had 
rolled on into the darkness, the lan- 
terns of several men, whose warnings 
were heard in vain, revealed the 
ghastly form of the Lindsey woman 
ten steps down thea left track. and that 
of the Peters woman fifteen steps 
away on the right track. The Lindsey 
was cut half in. two and the 
other was decapitated. Both were hor- 
ribly mangled. 

Sam O’Bryant and Bose Bell, two 
negro men, standing on opposite sides 
of the crossing, were eyewitnesses, and 
several Others saw the horrible trag- 
edy. 

When the big mail train puffed.up 
in the yards, impatient to reach its 
Birmingham destination, the engine 
was flagged down, and the blinding 
light from ‘the locomotive lighted up 
a scene of human horror to a large 
crowd of people who had gathered. 


Conductors Sims held his train thirty- 


five minutes, until the two mangled 
women were finally placed in sheets 
and carried to adjoining tracks.

NATIONAL HEALTH BUREAU 


VERYSTRONGLY ADVOCATED 


By Lewis E. Palmer. 


(Exclusive Service The Survey Press 
Bureau.) 


While professor of economics at 
Yale, Dr. J. Pease Norton made an 
ad@ress that resulted in something 
more than Its reprint in a ‘tiresome 
convention volume. Dr. Norton was 
speaking on the advisability of a 
national health department, and stated 
that. while the department of agri- 
culture spends $7,000,000 a year on 
plant health and animal health, con- 
gress does not appropriate directly, 
with the exception of the work done 
by Drs. Wiley, Atwater and Benedict, 
a single cent for promoting the well- 
being of babies. 

“Thousands have been expended in 
stamping out cholera among swine. 
Not one dollar waa ever devoted for 
eradicating pneumonia among human 
beings. Hundreds of thousands are 
consumed in saving the lives of elm 
trees from the attacks of beetles—in 
warning farmers against the Dilights 
affecting potato plants, and in im- 
porting Sicilian bugs to fertilize fig 
blossoms ip California.” 

Dr. Pease stated that a mitlion and 
a half persons must die in the United 
States during the next twelve months 

that equivalent to 4,200,000 persons 
will be constantly sick, and that 5,000,- 
000 homes, consisting of 25,000,000 per- 
sons, will be made more or less 
wretched by death and sickness. 

In a great measure, as a result of 
this speech, a committee on national 
health was organized. It really 
originated In the medical profession 
some twenty years ago, but its recent 
reported success has been largely due 
to the reinforcement received from 
laymen. The tuberculosis crusade has 
now become largely a lay movement, 
and to its success is doubtless due in 
part the growth and strength of the 
work for a national health bureau, 
and this growth and strength is no- 
whére more forelibly indicated than in 
President Taft's last message, where 
he calls attention to the fact that “for 
a considerable period a movement has 
bee, gathering strength, especially 
among mémbers of the medical pro- 
fession, in favor of a concentration of 
the instruments of the national gov- 
ernment which have to do with the 
promotion of public health.” 

This public health organization, 
known as the committee of one hun- 
dred, consists of the leading health 
men in the United States, outside of 
the medical profession, although a few 
physicians are also included, repre- 
senting medical hygienic organizations, 

It has expended nearly $60,000 in a 
campaign of education, and has dis- 
tributed forty-two different publica- 
tions. The total number of pieces of 
mail matter sent out is ‘nearly a mil- 
lion. Newspaper clippings in the of- 
fice of the committee in New Haven 
nearly fill two enormous scrap books 
of 5600 pages each, An equally impor- 
tant branch of publicity is that through 
the magazines, several ‘of which give 
regular space to questions of health, 
and, as a New York paper recently 
had it, ‘one of the chief joys of the 
cingulation manager's heart lies in the 
subscription possibilities of articles on 
tuberculosis, hook worm,  pellagra, 
cancer and other grim maladies. 

It was largely through the work of 
the ‘committee of one hundred that 
President Roosevelt added public 
health to his conservation program and 
invited the. president of the commit- 
tee to become a member of the con- 
servation commission and to write a 
report on this aspect of conservation. 
His commission on country life also 
ingluded public health questions in its 
report. It was undoubtedly partly as 
a“ consequence of this last report that 
Mr. Rockefeller was spurred to make 
his famous gift of $1,000,000 to elim- 
inate the hook worm disease on tke 
southern farms, 


Metropolitan, the Provident Saving 
Life Assurance Company and the New 
York Life Insurance Company have 
made special efforts to preserve the 
health of their policyholders. 

Of all the results thus far accom- 
plished, the setting in motion of this 
great commercial interest on the side 
of health and longevity, most im- 
portant. 

But the chief aim of the Committee 
of One Hundred has been aside from 
direct education of the public or en- 
listing the cooperation of life insur- 
ance companies. It has aimed still 
higher—at the national government it- 
self. Just as the department of agri- 
culture has revolutionized the: science 
of farming, so a bureau of health may 
revolutionize the science of human 
life. 

There are still people who do not 
seem to realize that one of the chief 
effects of a sttong federal health office 
will be not to decrease, but to increase 
the activity of the state and municipal 
boards of health. In fact, one of the 
purposes of a bill before congress is to 
enable the public health and marine 
hospital service to found a school of 
hygiene for the training of state and 
federal health officers. The ground- 
work for public health legislation has 
already been laid through the formal 
indorsement of the movement by Pres- 
ident Taft's predecessor, numerous 
congressmen, the governors of states, 
state legislatures, labor organizations, 
the national grange, insurance and 
benefit organizations, such as the As- 
sociated Fraternities of America, med- 
ical and sanitary associations, such as 
the American Medical Association, 
and a score of other patriotic societies, 
such as the National Municipal League 
and some chapters of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution. The entire 
membership of the associations which 
have passed resolutions favoring the 
objects of the Committee of One Hun- 
dred is upward of two millions. 

Still more important ts the political 
indorsement which has been received. 
The Ohio state legislature passed a 
special resolution favoring the estab- 
lishment of a national bureau of 
health. The party platforms of some 
states, Ohio, Delaware and Connecti- 
cut, contained planks favoring such 
legislation, and to crown all, the na- 
tional platforms of the republican, 
democratic and independence league 
parties contained health planks, as 
recommended by the committee and its 
allies. 

President Roosevelt advocated pub- 
lic health legislation in two of his 
messages to congress. President Taft 
has not alone indorsed the work of the 
committee, but he has also afforded in 
his last message to congress the 
strongest public health recommenda- 
tion in the history of the country, and 
he has intimated that he would later 
send a special message to congress on 
the same subject. When this is done, it 
will be “up to congress.”

‘sufficient to stem the tide of tubercu- 
losis. It is more than the society alone 
can cope with. Heroic measures are 
necessary, and a hospital where these 
people can be cared for must be estab- 
lished. 

The committee showed that many 
families are rapidly being made pau- 
pers without anyone to care for them, 
and yet they are too proud to ask for 
outside assistance or let the world 
know of their struggles. 

The following example shows what 
the visiting nurses’are dailv encountcr- 
ing in their rounds: A man was found 
suffering with the disease in the early 
stages: when well he was able to earn 
$1,200 to $1,500 a year at his trade. He 
had purchased a home, upon which he 
had paid several nundred dollars. He 
developed tuberculosis and was forced 
to stop work.

He complained that he 
was the greatest’ drain upon’ their 
slender resources, and that if ne were 
onty ‘away, his family could manage 
to get along. pe 

' Jt is estimated that there are 2,000 
consumptives in Atlanta, and there are 
several hundred who are situated just 
as this familly. 

This man was complaining that he 
was a burden upon his family; but, 
worse than that, ne may be the means 
of spreading the disease to them. A 
hospitai would, therefors, serve a twd- 
fold purpose; this man and hundreds 
of others so situated could be cured of 
the disease, and at the same time 
would be prevented from spreading 
the disease among others as they are 
row doing.

WAR IS WAGED 
ON ALL YAGRANTS 


Macon Authorities 
Make All Idlers Work 


on Streets. 


Brown House, Macon, Ga., January 
16.—(Special.)—Farmers and exten- 
sive planters who come here from 
many communities in the central por- 
tion of the state are making complaints 
about the scarcity of labor and the 
general unwillingness of the laboring 
man to take up farm work. Nearly 
every day presents the spectacle of 
some prominent farmer looking for 
help. That he knows the surplus of 
labor {s hanging on the city at a fear- 
ful cost to its own interests is well 
demonstrated in the readiness with 
which the farm owner turns to town to 
look for help. 

“I know of no more certain remuner- 
ation for the great army of laboring 
people,” said one who has been look- 
ing for help all the week, “than the 
farm. It is almost a certain return, 
and every product of whe farm now 
brings a good price. Seldom do the 
seasons interfere with the making of 
a fair crop, and the lands are being 
developed more and more, so that it is 
practically an easy matter for a good 
laborer to get a hold where he ca 
make a handsome yield.” ' 

Another, speaking of the situation, 
said he feared to make more room for 
labor, because he could not get what 
he wanted for the lands already under 
cultivation. “I run twenty plows,” he 
said, “and have room for twenty more. 
I would be running them if I had the 
help.” 

Find Idling Negroes. 

The great surprise to all farmers 
coming to Macon and to the towns in 
general is the number of idling negroes 
they find being daily haled before 
the police courts for loitering and va- 
grancy. The courts in Macon have had 
more to do with loiterers and vagrants 
|during the past three weeks than any 
other class of people. Able-bodied men 
capable of doing great service on the 
farms have chosen day in and day out 
to tramp the streets, picking up odd 
jobs, and most of the time doing noth- 
ing but bleeding the working classes 
of their earnings. 

It is against this class that Mayor 
Moore, Recorder Daly and Chief of 
Police Walter Chapman have directed 
their efforts during the past three 
weeks. There will be @ war to the 
very last ditch against the man who 
cannot show a regular work, and he 
will be made to move on. It is daily 
a cry of the farmers to the city offi- 
clals to get behind the idlers and put 
trem to work. 

Must Work on Streets. 

Street Superintendent Mosely now 
has a large force of this class of men 
working, and they will be made to ini- 
prove the streets as long as they stick 
to the town when it offers them no 
work. Those who come to the city to 
secure help seldom go away in a day 
without having seen the merchant or 
business man who hastoturn away two 
or three applicants for 6ome kind of 
‘place. The contrast between the nu- 
merous demands for work in town and 
the scarce inclinations expressed tu 
take up work on the farm makes the 
extensive planter fear that he will 
never be able to work and gather a 
large crop if he plants. The situation 
is sure to work against the growing 
of a large crop of any sort, and it is 
strongly believ~d that the condition 
will have more to do with the output 
on the farm the present year than any 
other single factor. 

City officials of Macon have gone 
against the problem with more than 
the usual] determination to fight,it. The 
watchword with all the police and the 
county officers is not to see that every 
man works, and the war against the 
me. is already proving effective,

The accompanying illustration of the 
mastodon by H. B. Judy, a restoration 
from a skeleton now in the museum of 
the Brooklyn institute, shows, in a 
general way, the appearance of this 
animal when alive. It very forcibly 
impresses one with the massiveness of 
the animal. Its short, thick body, to- 
gether with its huge tusks and ponder- 
ous legs, shows great strength and 
adaptability for breaking down bushs 
and small trees whose foliage appar- 
ently constituted its dally food. 

The Megathecrium. 

The megatherium, meaning a huz: 
wild beast, was one of the most 
markable animals of which we at pres- 
nt have any knowledge. It was a 
Sigantic sloth, surpassing in size our 
argest living rhinoceros. 

Nicholsen, a noted Iinglish paleonto!- 
vist, in speaking of this animal, says 
vat its length when living must have 
ween fully 18 feet, and that its bones 
‘ero far more massive than those of 
i*® Mammoth. The thigh-bone was 
iid to be nearly twice the diameter of 
i¢ Same bone in the largest living ele- 
jant, the elreumference in its nar- 
owest place being nearly equal to its 
otal length.

| Three different species of the horse 
i were apparently quite abundant in 
G-<orgia during the Pleistocene 
period, but as nothing [like a com- 
plete skeleton has yet been found, it 
is impossible to give.any detailed 
description of these animals. The large 
size of some of the molar teeth would 
seem to indicate that they were prob- 
,ably larger and more powerful than 
our modern horse. The great number 
of teeth found shows that Georgia's 
Pleistocene horses existed in large 
numbers, and probably often collected 
jin large troops as they browsed upon 
‘the succulent grass of the coastal plain.

But 
what man would want to live the life 
of a turtle? 
If there be any, he has nothing in 
him that anybody can respect: there 
is nothing in him that he can respect 
himself. He might tolerate himself. 
He could tolerate anything. Toleration 
would be his virtue. You could spit 
yn him and he would smile back. You 
ould kick him and he would draw 
"ore closely within himself and say 
nothing. All he wants is‘to be let live. 
This turtle on two legs is of no 
nore use than one on four. And his 
shell of complacency its as hard and 
shuts him in as closely from the nerve- 
‘throbbing world as does the shell of 
he turtle. 
The successful man has to worry, 
nd he does. Worry is one of the 
vest forms of expression of mental] 
.ctivity. It’s the reflection of dissat- 
isfaction with one’s shortcomfngs or 
,conditions. It is the first Incentive to 
improvement. It is the first step to- 
ward resolve and effort. 

Worrying over trifles is foolish. 
Worrying other people with our wor- 


ries is pernicious. You can make life 
miserable for yourself with the one 
ond for everybody who knows you with 
the other, 

But don’t be a turtle! 

The man who never worries is noth- 
ing but an exdstence, unsatisfactory to 
himself and disgusting to others. The 
mother who never worries has had, the 
chances are, 10 or 12 children born to 
her and has complacently put 8 or 10 
of them in their graves. The graves 
will probably be nicely kept, but the 
children underground cannot appreci- 
ate that.

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Some of Cotton School Students 


on Steps of Agricultural Hall. 
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Athens, Ga.. January 15.—(Special.) 
The University Cotton School, which 
Khas been in session at the State Agri- 
cultural College in this city since Jan- 
uary 4, came to a close Friday, and the 
officials of the staté college, those who 
attended the school, and the visitors 
who inspected the work being done, 


united in pronouncing this, the third 
session of the cotton school, the best | 
in its history and an epoch-making | 
step in the improvement of southern 
agriculture. 

The attendance this year has reached 
the seventy mark, and the fact that | 
the men are here for business is shown | 
by the work which they did during 
the school. Eight hours each day 
devoted to lectures, elassroom work, | 
inspection of machinery and farm 
plats, and each night there was a lec- 
ture by celebrated speakers, who dealt | 
with some one topic on which they '! 
were authorities. 

Splendid Courses. 

The courses provided have been the 
best imaginable to supply the need of 
the average farmer, and the work com- 
menced with the discussion of soil fer- 
tility and the use of fertilizers. What 
is most important to the farmer in 
cultivation and fertilization of his land 
is to know what his land needs, and 
then how to apply the artificial fer- 
tilizers so as to get*® the best results. 
This has been taught, and there will 
not be a man who leaves the school 
who does not know what fertilizers 
are best suited to his own land and the 
land of his section. 

“Cotton Selection” was one of the 
important topics, and what this means 
to the farmers of the south can be 
gathered from the fact that the varie- 
ties of ordinary cotton vary in the lint 
yield per acre from 100 to 300 pounds. 
At the ate college this year uniform 
plats of one acre each, on practically 
the same kind of soil, were planted in 
the different varieties of ordinary cot- 
ton, and given the same attention and 
the same fertilizer, so that conditions 
were practically the same on each one. 
From one of these plats there was a 
yield of 557 pounds of lint, while on 
another the yield was only 237 pounds. 
Everything was the same, save the 
seed, and the chances are that hun- 
dreds of farmers of the gtate are using 
the small yield seed. What it will 
mean to the state to have each farmer 
use the better seed, getting double 
the yield with the same work and 
expense. can be seen at a glance. 

Every man in the school was shown 
how to select his seed as the first step, 
and then came the process of selecting 
the kind of cotton to be raised. The 
state college is experimenting on va- 
rieties of cotton to produce the @qne 
that will yield the largest and finest 
fiber, and Professor DeLoach, who 
Was recently honored with membership 
in a noted foreign society, has suc- 
ceeded in doubling the number of pro- 
ductive bolls and incréasing the length 
of the fiber by judicious selection and 
crossing. 

The cotton diseases which cause 
the state and the south a loss of mil- 
lions of dollars every year, was an- 
other topic of the school, second only 
in ‘mportance to the selection of cot- 
ton. Anthracnose, black root, ag it is 
called, the dread boll weevii and other 
diseases are attacking the cotton or” 
are expected to, reach this state in a 
| few years, and the means of curing and 
more important still, of preventing 
them, were dealt with in the most 
compact form. 

There was a complete course in ma- 
chinery, which included every imple- 
ment used in the cultivation of cot- 
ton and the machinery required for the 
ginning and baling of the staple. 

Ten Lectures. 

In addition to the eight hours of 
class room and demonstration work a 
day, there were ten lectures, one each 
hight, by prominent agricultural au- 
thorities.

AT BOARD OF GOVERNORS

The Rock Island Episode 
Causes Much Amuse- 
-ment in Wall Street. 


New York, January 15.—(Speciel.)— 
Conflicting views are being expressed 
in Wall street regarding the outcome 
of the Rock Island investigation by 
the stock exchange; nevertheless, every 
well-informed man in the Street is 
laughing up his sleeve at the board of 
governors in their new role as re- 
formers. 

On one hend, it is pointed out that 
in response to the decent element 
within and outside of the borders of 
the financial district. the board of 
governors of the New York stock ex- 
change have at last suspended an in- 
fluential brokerage firm for having 
taken part in a piece of flagrant 
manipulation. 

Start in Right Direction. 

In that connection, it is stoutly 
maintained that. even if the sentence 
was only for thirty days, a start in 
the right direction on the part of the 
stock exchange is far better than its 
past attitude of indifference. Those 
who hold opposite opinions brand the 
action of the stock exchange officials 
as hypocritical to the last degree. 

To understand the Rock Island 
episode it is necessary to go back to 
the morning of December 2, when S. 
BR. Chapin & Co., acting for D. G. 
Reid. wave twenty brokers orders to 
buy 2,000 sheres each of Rock Island 
“at the market”—tfthat Is, no price was 
named. Within 6 minutes the price 
of the stock shot up from 560 to $1, and 
the whole Street was thrown into a 
furor. Immediately the Rock Island 
“eorner” became a subject of endless 
atecussion in uptown barber. shops, 


restaurants and street cars, as well as | 


in downtown banking and brokerage 
offices. An investigation was ordered 
bv the board of governors of the stock 
exchange, and, like the governors of 
any club, that body has unlimited 
power.- 

Leading Questions Asked. 

In the case of the Rock Island 
“sorner.” leading questions were at 
once asked, but books and memoran- 
da, showing who had bought and 
sold Rock Island for weeks past were 
demanded from a score of firms. At 
the end of 16 days the president of 
the stock exchange mounted the ros- 
trum. -and, with a grave face, an- 
nounced that one member of the firm 
of S. B. Chapin & Co. had been sus- 
pended for sixty days, and another for 
thirty days, because, of giving twenty 
brokers orders to buy 2,000 shares 
each of Rock Ysland at the market: 

“This firm and the members there- 
of should have Known that the execu- 
tion of an order in such a manner 
would serve no proper or legitimate 
purpose; that it would canse panic, 
confusion and loss, and deprive the 
quotations of transactions upOn the ex- 
change of their value as standards of 
the real market value of securities: 
that the execution of that order, in 
sald manner, by said firm, constituted 
a misuse by them of the facilities of 
the exchanges and was an act detri- 
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| mental to the interests and welfare 
the exchange.” 
It Made Them Laugh. 

_ Shades of Judas Iscariot! Luckily 
for themselves, no strangers are al- 
lowed on the stock exchange floor; 
but after listening to the foregoing 
edict every broker certafnly must 
have put his tongue fn his cheek and 
turned away. Without asking point- 


memoranda, every broker on the 
floor could offhand give the names of 
the-“captains of industry” who were 
responsible for the manipulation 
which put Steel up from 41% to 94%, 
with as much as 7,000,000 shares of 
the steck changing hands within a 
month, or those who in a single day 
engineered the advance from 90 to 101 
and back to 96 in Atlantic Coast Line 
bonds, with the day’s business aggre- 
gating $4,000,000; or the crowd who 
pulled off. the deal that ran Union Pa- 
cific up from 180 to 219; or who is 
now behind the manipulation in Read- 
ign, in Amalgamated Copper, Hocking 
Coal, Chesapeake and Ohio and a 
score of other stocks. Without that 
manipulation, in which every broker on 
the floor knowingly and gladly took 
part forthesakeof commissions, last 
year’s transactions in the stock ex- 
change ould probably have been 
something like 40,000,000 shares in- 
stead of the 216,198,510 shares ac- 
tually reported. 
Why the Investigation. 

Why is it, then, that an investiga- 
tfYn was ordered in the case of Rock 
“Island? It is not necessary to go far 
to find the answer to that question. 
When the Rock Island “corner” oc- 
curred, Governor Hughes wag about to 
submit to the legislature the report 
made-by the special committee he ap- 
pointed a year ago to investigate 
stodék exchange methods in general. 
That report was made public months 
ago, and, as the stock exchange well 
knew, it recommended reforms that, if 
acted upon, might have prevented ex- 
actly what happened in Rock Island 
on December 27. But the recom- 
mendations for real reform were ig- 
nored until the Rock Island Incident 
brought the stock exchange face to 
face with a Jegislative investigation, 
an experience that in Wall street is 
dreaded worse than a plague. Hence 
S. B. Chapin & Co., one of the cleanest. 
houses on the street, was made the 
“goat.” 

If Reform Ever Comes, 


If the stock exchange ever reforms 
it will be because its members have 
awakened to the responsibility of per- 
forming a legitimate part in the coun- 
try’s financial and industrial develop- 
ment. Today the stock exchange 
must face the charge of being sorry 
only when it is found out. 

For days Wall street has tried to 
make itself believe that the Rock 
Island investigatidn was all that was 
hanging over the market and that as 
soon as its affairs were settled the 
decline would stop and prices would 
advance. After the market has had a 
break of from 5 to 10 points or more, 
a recovery such as occurred late in 
the week is to be expected; but from 
a Wall street potnt of view worse 
things than the Rock Island investi- 
gation are on the calendar. The 
hi@h cost of living, the impending 
reform legislation by congress and 
the tobacco decision are still ahead of 
us. And then most stocks are too 
high. Real investors do not buy 


stocks yielding 4% per cent and ‘n

Since 
Christmas week, contracts on the ac- 
tive positions have recorded a decline 
from the top-notch prices of the sea- 
gon of over 200 points, equivalent to 
$10 a bale on actual cotton. On the 
other hand, spots have stubbornly re- 
sisted the declining tendency of the 
contract* market. and middling cotton 
is now quoted around the hasis of 15 
cents, while contracts afe ranging 
from 50 to 75 points under the spot 
basis. 
Better Spot Demand. . 

At the bi decline that has taken 
place, a much better spot demand has 
been in evidence. There has been some 
“selling of hedged cotton by dealers 
who have bought in their short hedges 
at a bie profit, and could thus afford 
to sell their spots at less than the offi- 
cial quotation for middling. Recently, 
however, the supply of hedged cotton 
has become limited, and, in most in- 
stances. owners of this kind of cotton 
are asking a higher basis. Of the un- 
hedged cotton, there is practically 
none for sale at the decline, and the 
stubborfiness shown by the general run 
of spetholders throughout the south 
has become a cause for’ deep concern 
to those interests that have been fore- 
most in selling short the market. That 
the recent bear attacks on the mar- 
ket were made with the sole object in 
view of frightening spotholders in the 
south into playing into the hands of 
the foreign and New England spinning 
interests has become quite evident 
from the fact that the spot situation 
is being watched with such keen solici- 
tude on the part of those back of the 
manipulation that has been going on. 
Incidentally, advantage was taken of 
a weakened technical position on the 
long side, and overgrown profits were 
. taken away from bulls who stayed in 
the market -too long. 
speculators who bought, “as they 
thought safely, after the break of a 
cent in the market, have also been 
‘wiped out by the subsequent decline of

Rally of Bulls Expected. 

As Brown and Hayne and Scales are 
now acting in close cooperation, a 
flerce bull rally, which would carry the 
over-confident bears off their feet, 
would not surprise the wise ones of 
the trade. Legitimate cotton interests 
which were formerly opposing the 
market at the 17-cent level are now 
inclired to support it on any further 
breaks, Instead of a weak long inter- 
est, there is now reason to believe that 
e vulnerable short interest has been 
created. This, together with a spot sit- 
uation as impregnable, it seems, as 
the rock of Gibraltar, means, in my 
best judgment, that a steadier market 
will shortly prevail. If, as some market 
students assert, there is less than 
3,000,000 bales remaining to come in 
sight during the rest of the season, 
even should the entire visible supply 
on hand today be taken by the mills, 
together with the amount estimated as 
yet to come in sight, the total takings 
by the world’s mills of American cotton 
would be no more an 12,000,000 bales. 
f we are to start the new season on 
September 1 with an invisible visible 
supply, then a crop of 16,000,000 bales, 
such as the bears are soieefully pre- 
dicting even before a seed has been 
put in the ground, would not be any 
too large to supply the world’s require- 
ments for the new season, and, at the 
same time, restore the visible supply 
to normal proportions. In other words, 
cotton is apt to prove its own best 
friend. and thuse who act ‘recklessly 
on the short side of the market may 
find themselves, before long. in the 
Same position that short-sighted and 
over-enthusiastic bulls have been 
placed in. 


Holders Need Not Worry. 


Below the 15-cent level, cotton ap- 
pears to be @ reasonably safe proposi- 
tion, and, in any event, the holder of 
the actual stuff need not worry. He 
has something that the worid needs, 
and it would be the height of folly to 
sacrifice his holdings on a demoralized 
market, when by continuing his atti- 
tude of stubborn resistance to the de- 
cline, he can force the spinners and 
their Wall street allies to come to 
satisfactory terms for the sale of the 
unmarketed portion of the crop.

ments before operating extensively on 
either side of the market. A harden- 
ing in money rates and a siump in the 
stock market have also been disturb- 
ing features, and have tended 
ate bearish rather than bullish senti- 
ment. 

The March and May options have 
attracted the most interest, and the re- 
mainder of the market has been gov- 
erned largely by the fluctuations of 
these positions. The actual consuming 
demand has not been as urgent as 
formerly, and operations for this ac- 
count have seldom exceeded the limits 
of current requirements. This practi- 
cally put the market in the hands of 
the speculative contingent, and refin- 
ers and former bull interests have ap- 
peared satisfied to temporarily with- 
draw from active trading. 

Local receipts have continued un- 
usually light, and the available supply 
of refined ofl held locally is said to be 
of exceedingly small proportions. The 
volume of oil received here since Sep- 
tember lst has been 91,000 barrels, and 
practically all has found ready distri- 
bution either in domestic or Yoreign 
consuming channels. The aggregate 
volume of local sales since September 
Ist has aggregated 1,200,000 barrels, or 
approximately one-half of the present 
crop. Leading authorities express sat- 
isfaction with general trade conditions 
thus far, but claim they have not bene- 
fted, to any tnusual degree, by the 
recent advance, since they have been 
obliged to pay more for raw materials. 
The margin of profit has been well 
maintained, however, and with the ex. 
pected further advances in the price of 
the finished product before the time 
of the next cotton crop, refiners should 
have no cause for complaint. The 
prospects of a ‘bumper’.cotton crop 
in 1910 would, of course, act as a 
stay on prices, but the refining inter- 
ests, as a whole, are confident of an 
exoellent year. One of the direct ad- 
vantages which the recent rise has pre- 
sented is the fact that the trade has 
become more familiar with the cotton 
seed oil product, thereby establishing 
it more firmly as a competitor of lard 
and kindred substances. 

The large export houses report a 
quiet run of business for foreign ac- 
count. Late inquiries have been al- 
most entirely restricted to small quan- 
tities of tle edible es and prompt 
shipment has usually been requested. 
The confirmation of a normal olive oil 
yield nas temporarily suspended ex- 
tensive buying cperations from svuth- 
ein Europe. The Netherlands. how-

Being Reorganized

China is facing is the making of text 
books. A public school system is being 
established allovertheempire. Acad- 
. -@mies, colleges and universities .are 
being organized, and. books are needed 
for teaching the new learning. When 
the system is in full. sway millions of 
volumes wil) be réquired, and at pres- 
@ni there is practically nothing’ on 
hand. The old text books describe the 
earth as flat, with China covering the 
most of its surface, and the other coun- 
tries skirting the edges. The chief 
Studies of the past were the reading 
and writing Chinese, and the commit- 
ting to memory the sayings of: Con- 
fucius and Mencius.. Today the nation 
Wants cne scheme of modern educa- 
tien. The government has resolved 
thatit shall have it, and a compulsory 
system of schooling is to be generally 
established. Suppose that. tomorrow 
our President and Congress should en- 
act laws wiping out our public schools, 
replacing them with others vitally d@if- 
ferent, with an ‘entire new list of 
books. That 
today. 

Rooks for Four Hundred Millions. 

China, moreover, has four times as 
many people as the United States. Its 
children of school age are more 
one hundred millions. and in the new 
echeme the grown-ups as well as the 
babies are anxious to learn. There are 
kindergarten and primary departments 
for the little ones, there’ are night 
schoots for civil _officials, military 
schools for the army, and law schools 
for would-be statesmen. All these. are 
under way. and there are no books to 
feed them. The situation is one of the 
strangest in history. It has no coun- 
terpart in the past: and will probably 
have none in the future. 

In the meantime books are being im- 
ported from a half dozen different 
eountries. The great schoo! book pub- 
lMshing houses of Great Britain, the 
Tnited States and Japan are studving 
the field and are shipping in transla- 
tians o* text beoks of one kind and 
anoihér. The Macmillans of London 
and New York have published some, the 
American Book Company and Ginn of 
the United States others: and as for 
the Japanese, they are pirating the 
schcol books other nations and 
sending them here by the ton. 

China’s Biggest Publishing House. 

ln to the present time most of the 
modern text-books in have been 
made by the missionaries. One of the 
largest Far Fast !s that 
of the Presbyterian mission at Shang- 
hat. another of considerable be- 
longs to the Methodists, and there are 
@ few other denominations. 

The: Onlv large secular publishing 
house which has vet been organized to 
take advantage new conditions is 
the Commercia! Press of this city. It 
was established a little more than ten 
vears ago. with a pald-yp capital of 
$750.000 in silver. It has since grown 
until it now has a plant covering acres 
and humming with modern machinery. 

I went out tO see this establishment 
last week. It lies within two miles or 
eo of Shanghal proper. on the other 
side of Hongkew Creek. On my way 
to it I drove past a mile or so of fine 
foreign residences, with wide porticos 
and galleries about them, by many

turning out school books in colors. In 
one room they were printing a calen- 
dar for the coming year, using twelve 
different colors, and in another making 
cards of many colors, depicting plants 
and animals for teaching the Chinese 
babies. Much of the printing was done 
from stones, but there were also large 
etching and half-tone plants with com- 
plete photographic appliances. In one 
well-lighted department I found q 
dozen Japanese artists working away, 
and in another was shown machines 
for reducing drawings to any scale. 
Some of the engravers were cutting 
out copper plates for new national cur- 


rency, and others were etching out 
plates for school boay illustrations. I 
spent some time watching them print- 
ing bank notes. The lithographic 
pstones were placed on the presses and 
the. various .colors applied in succes- 
ston, giving sufficient time between the 
different impressions for the ink to 
dry. Where many colors were required 
the sheets were passed on from press 
tO press, a separate stone bétng used 
for each color. ‘This was to avoid 
wasting time in changing ink, one set 
of presses being equipped with red, an- 
other with green, and others with blue, 
yellew.or black. : 
China’s New Alphabet. 

Our alphabet has. only twenty-six 
letters, and the characters used by 
our printers are comparatively féw. 
The classic Chinese has many thousand 
characters; and, In the simplest of the 
school books, several thousand are 
used. In the Chinese now in use every 
character expresses a word; the lan- 
guage is idiographic;: that is, it Is 
written in words,. rather than ‘letters 
and syllables. A Chinese alphabet is

About 
2,000 years ago the people had a pen- 
manship based upon curved lines, but

ished. Metal pens and fluid inks will 
now be brought in, and the old curves 
will come into use. This will prac- 
| tically kill the brush-pen and India 
ink business,* and a great industry 
will go to the wall. 

The new alphabet is to heve fifty 
letters. With it a different system of 
printing and writing will come into 
being, and the probability is that the 
typewriter will be so adapted to the 
new system that it will come into use. 

In the Casting Room, 

At present every character emploved 
in the printing house has to hawe its 
own~matrix and be cast separately, 
and the characters are so delicate that 
they must be new in order to do good 
work. In the composing room [I vis- 
ited, six different sizes of type were 
mploved, and of these’more than 8.000 
cheracters of each style are kept on 
hand. This necessitates the making 
of 50,000 different characters, each of 
which must have its own matrix, or 
die. in the shape of a brass type from 
a quarter to a half inch 
an ineh long. This 4le is fitted

}a casting box, and by turning a crank | 


| the tvpes are turned out at the rate 
|} of twenty or thirty a minute. A score 
| or so of such machines were busy at 
the time I went through 
typing department, and their clicking 
made aS much noise as sO many corn 
shellers. In an adjoining room I was 
shown the matrices of the“book al- 
ready published. They filled the shelves 
which walled the sides of a large 
room from floor to ceiling. Another 
room was devoted to storing electro- 
type plates, everything being cata- 
logued and as sSySstematically§ ar- 
rauged as in one of our modern print- 
ing offices at home. 

In the composing room each printer 
Stood in a little alcove walled with 
cases, and he usually had a boy to 
run and fetch the types from other 
parts of the room. 

With the Bindery Girls. 

I next went into the binding depart- 
ment and spent some time there 
watching the girls. There were hun- 
dreds of thent, dressed in long blue 
cOats and wide trousers, with bands 
of biack silk over their oily black 
hair. They sat at tables, with their 
iittle deformed feet just touching the 
floor. They worked so busily that I 
‘remarked upon it; whereupon the 
manager, who acted ag our guide, said: 

“We pay them by plecework, and 
they have no time to waste.’ 

I asked ag to their wages. The man 
replied: 

“Oh, they are making much money, 
for them! Some of the best earn $7 
Mexican per week, or about $3 in 
gold. “The average workman is paid 
pabout $1.50.” 

These girls were stitching and sew- 
ing, folding and pasting, and also 
feeding the presses. Their hours were 
about twelve per day. The depart- 
ment contained much modern machin- 
ery, and the work of binding was 
economically done.

thing that its managers think of valte 
for the new Chinese schools. No mat- 
ter what the copyrights are, foreign 
authors must be content with the hope 
that their books may do good, even 
though they do not add to their fi- 
nancial receipts. As I looked over the 
volumes printed by this company for 
the new education I found many well- 
known American’ text-books which 
have been translated into Chinese. I 
saw also stacks of my own “Geograph- 
ical Readers,” published on. cheap 
paper, with abominable illustrations. 
I was told the whole series had been 
prepared for the press, and that my 
books on North America and Europe 
were already in use. The matter has 
been transkated by the English-Chi- 
nese scholars, and, es far as possibie, 
verbatim, but how correctly . only 
those who can read the Chinese tea- 
chest characters can know. 

As I looked at my books the mana- 
ger of the company said they, sold 
well and that he expected to get 4 
good revenue from*Carpenter’s “Asia,” 
which was then in the press. He ex® 
plained apologetically that they had 
been forced to change some of the 
literary matter in the chapters on 
China. as their people did not like 
to be told that they had buttonhole 
eyes, pig-tailed heads and deformed 
feet. He mede no bones about taking 
my books without pay, and even of- 
fered to make a royalty contract with 
me if I would write him a new reader 
or so especially adapted to the Chi- 
nese market. I replied that I was 
very busy, and he thereupon sugpgest- 
ed that the book could be written 
for me in their office, and that I 
could revise it. But in that case they 
would expect to pay 4a much less 
rovalty. I told him such a propoti- 
tion was out of the quest.on, but not- 
withstanding this he brought it up 
again and again, and urged it upon 
me at a Chinese dinner which he gave 
me that night. 

Among the other books in the ware- 
house I saw piles of Chinese-English 
dictionaries. They were in two vol- 
umes. each as big as an ordinary table 
Webster. They are practically a trans- 
lation of the Standard Dictionary, 
which is so largely uged in the United 
States. They were edited by Dr. Yan, 
who has been connected with our le- 
gation in Washington. The two vol- 
umes are widely distributed; they sell 
for about $6 in gold. Pocket diction- 
aries are also printed, and a native 
‘law dictionary is now in press. This 
will be sent out _ to the law schools, 
which are now eing established at 
all the provincial capitals. 

School Supplies. 

After visiting the editors, I Was 
taken to another large building, which 
contains a curious branch of this pubd- 
lishing house. It is devoted to school 
supplies, and makes everything from 
desks to blow-pipes for the chemical 
laboratories. It manufactures pendu- 
lums, globes, Indian clubs and dumb- 
bells. The dumbbells are cast from 
pig iron; they are made in great 
quantities, and it is intended they 
shall be used in all public schools. 

Every room of this schoolbook fac- 
tory is lighted by electricity, and all 
are connected by a telephone syatem. 
The machinery is up-to-date, and Gn 
the whole it shows one something of 
y What is going on in the new China. 


Mission Schovwl Books. 

At present a large proportion of the 
new text books are printed upon the 
mission presses. The missionaries have 
been at work in China for a century, 
and they have established schools in 
all parts of the country. They were 
the authors of the first new text books. 
and as teachers their graduates are 
now in demand. The American Pres- 
byterian mission press at Shanghai 
has been pouring out volumes for a 
rumber of years at the rate of ninety 
millions pages per annum, and the 
consolidated mission press of the 
American Methodists has also pub- 
lished numerous educgtional works. 
The American Bible sociéty distributes 
between a half million and a million 
volumes of the Scriptures in Chinese 
each year, and there is now a mission 
educational] association, supported by 
all the Protestant sects, which is pre- 
paring new text books for the schools. 
At some of the missionary stations 
they are making school museums, in- 
cluding such things ag stuffed birds 
and animals, mounted fishes, electrical 
machines, globes and model railways. 
They have printed charts of the Chi- 
nese provinces, with the principal in- 
dustries and resources marked upon 
them, and have inaugurated new meth- 
cds of teaching the people. -Indeed, 
the work which the missionaries have 
done cannot be overestimated, and the 
s:tuation here just now ise sjich that 
money spent upon missions wil) return 
a thousand-fold. 


A Carnegie of China. 


In this connection, a bright woman 
clerk of the mission book sgtore of 
Shanghai said to me today: 

“What China needs more than any- 
thing else is a system of circulating 
libraries, which shall contain the 
simpler books of our modern literature, 
including the Scriptures, concordances 
and the western classics. These people 
are pining for the new learning; but 
they are unspeakably poor and can- 
not afford to buy books. The Chinese 
women want them. In every com- 
munity clubs are already established, 
where the women come together week- 
ly or daily to gossip and talk. If they 
could have such books they would be 
read aloud at these meetings and a 
great educational movement might 
thus be instituted. As to the Chinese 
translations, they are cheap. The cong 
cordance of the Scriptures costs less 
than 20 cents gold, and there are few 
books of any kind that’sell as high as 
a dollar.” 

I cite this conversation as a sug- 
gestion for some rich American who 
would like to be known as the Car- 
negie of China. 


New Chinese Literature. 
The inauguration of the new school 
system and the.new civilization is 
bringing in translations of the most 
popular books of the western world. 
Today two hundred and twenty-two 
novels, originally written in Eng- 
lish, French or German, are in 
circulation. They have been translated 
into Chinese, and the demand for them 
is increasing. In one year 67 such 
novels were issued. They included 
translations of “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” 
Jules Verne’s “Voyage to the Moon,” 
and Charlies Lamb's “Tales From 
Shakespeare.” One of the most popu- 
lar of the new issues is Conan Doyle's 
“Memoirs of Sherlock J. Holmes,” and 
another is “Robinson Crusoe.”

In addition fo novels, some heavy | 
works, such as Darwin's “Origin of, 
Species,” Spencer’s “Evolution” and 
Mill’s “Essay on Liberty,” are being { 
published, and the\new constitution has 
created a demand for treattses on poli- 
tics and parliamentary. law. ' 

Dr. C. D. Tenney, formerly head 
of.the Chinese University at Tientsin,, 
and now the Chinese secretary of our 
legation at Peking, has published a 
number of school books, which are in 
general use, including readers, primers 


London Mission has prepared a com- 
plete series of text books and mathe- 
matics in the Chinese for the Japanese 
translators. 

A large number of the new transla- 
tions come from the Japanese. The 
| written languages of Japan and China 
are somewhat similar, and the Japan- 
ese scholar learns quickly to speak, 
read and write the Chinese. In the 
Commercial Press editorial room a 
large number of Japanese men are 
employed as translators, and & find 
Japanese teachers in all the Chinese 
educational centers. Much of the new 
school furniture has been made in 
Japan, and a large number of the mod- 
ern maps and charts. 

The Japanese teachers will work for 
lower salaries than other foreigners, 
and this is one reason’ for their em- 
ployment. As a rule, they are not 
thorough and the probability is that 
they will eventually be replaced by 
Americans, Englishmen or Germans. I 
look for the steady ihcrease in the 
number of American teachers. There 
are hundreds of Chinese now studying 
in the United States, and there are 
many American-Chinese graduates in 
China. All of these have a high regard

Chief Cause of Divorce. 
(From December McClures.) 


The great fountain-head of divorces 
is bad marriage laws and bad mar- 
riages. Hampered ~ by. ancient  tradi- 
tion, befogged by medieval modes of 
thought in dealing o rneglecting fo 
deal with the marriage institution, 
we have signally failed to develop 
methods of social. control adequate [fo 
the new psychic character of the fam- 
ily. No one who in full detail has 
carefully studied American matrime- 
nial legislation can doubt for an in- 
stant that. faulty as are our divorce 
laws. our marriage laws are far worse. 
Hardly a conceivable blunder its left 
uncommitted; while our apathy, our 
carelessness and levity, regarding the 
marriage institution, are almost bhe- 
yond belief. Of the two factors as 
causes of divorce, bad marriage laws 
are. of course, less harmful than are 
marriages biologically or morally bad. 
Here, too, the power of the lawmaker 
is limited. Yet a bad marriage law will 
account for divorce in far more cases 
than willl a bad divorce law. This 
ia true because its function is pre- 
vention. For instance, bad marriage 
laws may permit, or fail to prevent, 
the union of those who are unfit to 
wed because of. disease, insanity, crjms 
or degeneracy. They may suffer, even 
encourage, clandestine uniens, so apt 
to end in the divorce court. This is 
why the “marriage resort,” like that 
at St. Soseph, Mich., is many times 
more harmful than the “divorce col- 
onv,” such as those formerly at Man- 
dan. Fargo or Sioux Falis. The 
thoughtless, frivolous, sensual or .im- 
mature couples joined at the wedding 
resort often find their way to the 
,olony.

COUNTY RECORDS OF THE STATE 
NEED ATTENTION OF DAUGHTERS 


Important Work to Which se’ 


Society Is Pledged to 
Give Its Aid. 


————— 


A work all Daughters of the Amer- 
toan Revolution are pledged to is the 
preserving of public records, and sure- 
ly it should extend to the care of the 
records of the present day as well as 
those of colonial and revolutionary 
times. 

We are prompted to write on this 
subject at this time by the frequent 
reports which come to the Daughters 
of the American Revolution of Georgia 
of the lamentable and inexcusable con- 
dition of the records in gome counties 
of our state, hoping county authorities 
will take the subject in hand and see 
that a stop is put to this loss of facts 
and history, and that everything possi- 
ble will be saved for posterity, who 
two hundred years from now will be 
as eager for information of us as we 
now are of those who first settled 
America. 

We would suggest each D. A. R. 
chapter appoint a committee to visit 
the courthouse of their county and as- 
eertain .for themselves the condition 
of the records, and, if need be, get be- 
hind the proper authorities and push 
and urge until some definite action is 
taken to preserve them. 

County Newspapers. 

First let us consider* your county 
newspapers in which the legal adver- 
tisements are printed; the law requires 
that a copy of each issue shall be de- 
posited in the office of your ordinary 
and also in the office of the clerk of 
the superior court, that they shall be 
bound in volumes of suitable size, 
and kept with other records for public 
inspection. The newspapers not only 
contain your legal advertisements, 
which are necessarily valuable and im- 
portant to preserve, but they contain 
a history of your county day by day 
or week by week, and the names of 
the men who make that history and 
contribute to her wealth, How many 
counties in our state can show an un- 
broken file of these newspapers from 
the date the county was organized to 
the present time? 

How many can show an unbroken 
file, or even a partial collection, of 
these county newspapers from 1860 to 
the close of the confederate war, that 
glorious period when the whole south 
and each county in the south was 
making splendid history on a scale 
and in a degree that was never done 
before. 

If your county has not these news- 
paper records, whose fault is it? It is 
the fault of those who have been from 
time to time made their custodians. 

Let a copy of every issue of your 
county newspapers that can now be 


found be gathered up, properly bound, mitting suicide. 
he the war Office a 


and filed in. suitable fire-proof cases, 
and posterity will surely bless the 
forethought and wisdom which pre- 
served them, an invaluable record of 
your county. 

Equally important is the state and 
county tax digest. The law makes your 
ordinary and county tax collector the 
custodians of these records; one copy 
of each year’s digest must be deposited 
im the office of each, and be there 
preserved. 

These tax digests contain an afhnual 
list of the tax-paying people of your 
county, together with their wealth and 
the wealth of your county. In them are 
moted year by year the change of pop- 
ulatton. / 

These records are invaluable to gen- 
ealogists; they are valuable to those 
hunting up lost heira to estates; they 
are valuable as a history of the com- 
munity ‘in which these people have 
lived; they grow more valuable year by 
year as their date recedes into the 
distant past. 

Few Complete Collections. 

How many counties in our state can 
show an urfbroken collection of these 
tax digests from the date of their or- 
ganization to the present time? How 
many can show a complete file of these 
tax digests from the years of the con- 
federate war? | 

There would be some comfort to 
those of us who grieve over such. cruel 
and wanton destruction of public rec- 
ords, if we could be assured that the 
duplicates of these tax digests were 
securely preserved in our state capitol; 
but we learn that these, too, have 
been destroyed, that when the state 
capital was moved to Atlanta her tax 
digest, dating back to the independence 
of the colony of Georgia and the Amer- 
ican union, were piled in a heap upon 
some floor and there lay neglected 
month after month, until one day 
someone discovered they were gone. 
Where? Carted off, perhaps, to some 
paper mill. Can you wonder that some 
of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution who are working to pre- 
serve our public records should tell 
you they are shocked and grieved at 
this irreparable loss? 

Georgia is perhaps the only state 
show 
no Hst of her citizens prior to the year 
1867. 

We, the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, claim and ask no credit 
for our efforts toward preserving pub- 
lic records. We know from our 
own experience in hunting up 
and proving our descent from 
soldiers of the revolution how 
great is the loss when such  rec- 
ords as are herein mentioned, as well 
as wills and deeds, have been destroy- 
ed, and we would love to save those 
who shall live in the future from the 
labor and disappointment we have felt. 

Will the newspapers in the state help 
us in this work of preserving the pub- 
lic records?
